The 1949 session of the Georgia 
Legislature will be asked to, im- 
plement 8,000 low-cost housing 
units for Atlanta costing in excess 
of $50,000,000 and, financed by pri- 
vate capital. 

Councilman John A. White, 
Chairman of Council’s Slum Clear- 
ance Committee, and City Atty. 
Jack C. Savage have agreed after 
conferences that a constitutional 
amendment will be necessary to 
empower Atlanta to co-operate 
with large investors in meeting the 
local problem. 

Savage is now in the process of 
preparing the measure and White 
said it will be offered to the next 
session of the Georgia Assembly. 

The amendment will follow gen- 
erally a plan devised by New York 
Park Commissioner Robert Moses, 
but it will be revised to meet local 
needs. 

New York City’s $130,000,000 
slum cleansup program has been 
financed by the New York Life 
Insurance Company and the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company. 

The New York Life and the 
Northwestern Mutual and the Sun 
Life Assurance Company of Can- 
ada recently agreed to finance 3,- 
000 units in Chicago, at a-cost of 
$27,500,000, and Los Angeles also 
has arranged private financing for 
a similar giant program. 

White said some 6,000 units must 
be condemned and eventually 
abandoned or rebuilt and that an- 
other 2,000 units are needed in At- 
lanta, pushing the total to ap- 
proximately 8,000 needed units. 

“Our records show that Atlanta 
expends 53 percent of its receipts 
in areas which have been declared 
blighted areas,” White said. “Those 
sections pay only five percent of 
the taxes which the City collects. 
Figures also show that cost of 
services, mainly fire, police, health 
and sanitation, in areas on which 
existing low-cost housing has been 
ee in Atlanta was cut at least

Approximately 260° marshal’s sales will 
be held “before the door,” as the law has it, of 
Fulton County’s Courthouse this month.

But before you 
get panicky about hard times a-knocking at the 
door, there are a couple of notable differences 
between today’s booming marshal’s sales and 
those of the depression. 

“We're getting better ‘prices for the stuff we 
sell now,” pointed out Chief Deputy Marshal Tom 
J. Grogan, “and we have mighty few pieces of 
real estate to sell. During the on we 
stood down there on the front steps with our 
hearts a-breaking and practically gave away 
stuff.

That’s what inspires his co- 
worker, Deputy C. R. Little, to help him put on 
a good show on the first and second Mondays in 
every month from 10 a. m. to 4 p. m. 

If there’s a piano for sale, Deputy Little, an 
accomplished musician, rips out a tune on it. 
The crowd gathers. Many country people time 
their trips to town to coincide with the sale. 
Babies cry on the courthouse steps. Lunches 
are eaten in the shade. Cattle moo from the back 
of trucks. There are many familiar faces at 
sale after sale. 

“Man over in Roopville been coming to these 
sales for 20-odd years,” reports a deputy. An- 
other in Decatur and still others from Lawrence- 
ville, Gainesville, Toccoa come regularly. Any- 
thing may be bought from a moving van to an- 
tique victrola, from pigs to pianos, drugs to 
diapers. Stores that go out of business, the 
failing enterprises of GIs, have kept the mar- 
shal busy selling stock to settle obligations. 

But as the crowds shift restlessly about and 
then settle intently again, as the voice of the 
auctioneer becomes hoarse and wheedling, the 
record of human hopes and failures is there on 
the auction block for all to see.

Today alarm clocks suffice, yet 
the bell at Graniteville does toll 
occasionally. V-J Day, for instance, 
it tolled long and loud. And 
whenever an old native of Granite- 
ville dies, a worker climbs into 
the tower and rings the bell once 
for each year in his life. 

This symbolizes Graniteville. 
For Granitville, with a richer 
tradition than perhaps any indus- 
trial community in America, )s 
a blend of the old and the modern. 
And the people are proud of a 
common heritage. 

Graniteville, where cloth has 
been manufactured since 1845, is 
mot old as cities and towns of 
the South count their age. Yet it 
is two years older than Atlanta, 
the metropolis of the Southeast 
and the pulse of its economic and 
commercial life. 

William Gregg, the foremost 
erusader of his day for the so- 
cial and economic betterment of 
non-landed Southerners who had 
to compete with Negro slaves, 
founded Graniteville 103 years 
ago. It is sometimes referred to 
as the birthplace of Southern 
industry. 

Beyond any doubt, it was the 
forerunner of today’s “model” 
mill town. Yet even now Granite- 
ville, despite its age and quaint- 
ness, is about as nice an industrial 
community as you'll find any- 
where. 

For under a succession of 
presidents since William Gregg, 
the Graniteville Company has fos- 
tered and kept alive the humani- 
tarian spirit and progressiveness 
for which its founder is know in 
history. 

Gregg built a beautiful mill cf 
mative granite that still stands to- 

day, operating under the original 
charter granted by the South 
Carolina Legislature. He built 
sturdy homes for his workers and 
churches and schools, too. He pro- 
vided free textbooks and prohibit- 
ed child labor. He was the fore- 
most manufacturer of the ante- 
bellum South to insist upon free 
white labor in his mill.

which still stand, do not look 
very old. But one is impressed 
with the quaint architecture. 
Gregg, a deeply religious man, 
built them to look like churches 
and thus accentuate the reli- 
gious atmosphere of the village. 
He also prohibited the sale of 
liquor in Graniteville. 


That was the beginning. Time 
has not stood still in Graniteville. 
The granite mill may be over a 
century old, but inside you find 
modern machinery and _ every- 
thing you’d expect in a modern 
industrial plant. Across the way 
is the big modern Hickman mill, 
also a self-contained unit. And a 
few hundred feet away is a mod- 
ern dyehouse and research labo- 
ratory. 

There is a relatively new 
school and a large recreation area 
named Gregg Park. There is a 
monument to Gregg in'the heart of 
town. Everywhere you are re- 
minded of Gregg.and his influ- 
ence, not only upon Graniteville, 
but upon the South. 

Everywhere it is evident, too, 
that Graniteville today; quaint #s 
it is, is still one of the progres- 
sive influences in America’s old- 
est major industry, now spending 
over $200,000,000 annually to 
modernize and streamline itself 
and to replace over age machinery. 

The Graniteville company has 
a motto that is perhaps unique in 
American industry.

Fabrics Noisy inT

The beginning of fashion is fabric. 
Without it there would be no designers. 
Without designers there would be no sta- 
bilized concept of fashion. And without 
fashion we’d all be back where we started 
—in fig leaves, or worse. 

Fabrics, at this stage of the game, need no 
introduction. This year, for instance, they lit- 
erally speak for themselves. 

The New Look, which had everybody talk- 
ing, is partly responsible for this, because it was 
curing its regime that so many of the crisp, 
stiff, formalized fabrics made their appearance. 
Included in this garrulous group were such mate- 


rials as taffeta, faille, moire, bengaline, alpaca. 


and slipper satin, soon followed by jacquards 
and, as fast as the boat could bring them over, 
imported brocades. 

Even woolens, never before known to utter 
a sound, began to give off slfght mutterings when 
“shot” through with metal threads. 

Some of the new fabrics with which you'll be 
likely to acquire a speaking acquaintance this 
year are: 

An imported broeade with an ice green metali- 
cized background and a shadowy Persian court 
design of peacocks, alternating with flowers done 
in feathery touches of blue and rose and worth 
a king’s ransom at $28.50 a yard. You'll see it, 
under guard, perhaps, at Rich’s new Fabric Cen- 
ter on the fifth floor, which opens tomorrow with 
a complete selection of new Fall and Winter 
fabrics. 

Just as lovely, though, and at less than half 
the price is a group of Onandaga yarn-dyed bro- 
cades, or Bianchini’s heavy, rich black faille 
taffeta with wide-spaced pin stripe of silver. 

There are also satins of every conceivable 
color, as well as striped ones in subdued or dar- 
ing combinations and jacquard weaves in various 
designs. One in particular is in a deep, smoky 
gray-blue with a tiny, neat, almost-checked pat- 
tern of leaves. It’s by Hafner. 

There are gabardines galore, both wool, wool 
and rayon and all-rayon, significant of their popu- 
larity this year. Also, there’s a tailor’s shop 
array of men’s wear woolens, like hard-finish 
worsteds, coverts in shadow plaids, plains and 
stripes. For top coats, there are heavy fleeces, 
camel’s hair and broadcloths (for both suits and 
coats), and the return of a novelty weave, boucle. 
And to go with these are lining materials, dyed 
to a T to match every color. 

Erasing every element of doubt and all the 
hazards of buying co-ordinated colors, but in dif- 
ferent patterns, under artificial lights, both Pola 
Stout and Mirou have done any number of wool- 
ens in various designs, like stripes, checks, plaids 
and solids, based on one or two co-ordinated col- 
ors. For instance, Pola Stout has done a collec- 
tion of wine, mauve and gray worsteds, under- 
studied by either a solid gray or solid wine. 


The importance of iridescence, though, almost 
overshadows every other weave. You'll find it 
not only in woolens and taffetas and brocades, 
but also in cottons—like NoFade’s iridescent 
gingham in combinations of green and brown, 
brown and gold, gray and brown, plum and 
green, aqua and brown, and light and dark blue, 
some of which have an over-design of giant 
plaids.

You can’t work in a garden 
30 years without absorbing a lot 
of practical horticultural knowl- 
edge. 

Mrs. Cecil Crawford, of 869 
Clifton Rd., N. E., has done just 
that, during which time she has 
learned how to have’ season- 
round bloom without too much 
fuss and bother. 

For instance, right now, when 
most Atlanta gardens are prac- 
tically devoid of color, hers is 
a mass of bloom with hardy 
phlox, glads, perennial ageratum 
and nasturtiums. 

“It’s all a matter of planning,” 
said Mrs. Crawford. “I practi- 
cally live in my garden and 
can’t bear not to have some- 
thing blooming all the time. I 
have learned that it is too much 
trouble and expense to depend 
entirely, on annuals for late- 
Summer blooms. They grow so 
rampant, crowding out every- 
thing else in the bed, and the 
job of planting has to be done 
over again each year. 

“Hardy phlox are such de- 
pendable flowers, not just for 
August, but from early Spring 
to the first hard frost. Thev 
come in many lovely shades and 
are very easy to grow. And they 
seem to do equally well in sun 
or semi-shade. I give them just 
average cultivation er” 
them with a little bone meal 
and sheep manure eau .. , 
and they pay me many times 
over for the care I have given 
them.” 

Glads, too, are a_ standby 
with Mrs. Crawford, who as a 
member of the Azalea Garden 
Club has participated in the 
Hospital Flower Service at Law- 
son Hospital since the begin- 
ning of that work dyring the 
war years. 

“IT plant lots of glads every 
year, give them a minimum of 
care, and pick great armfuls to 
take to the hospital each week,” 
she said. “And I always take 
my bulbs up after their leaves 
have died, wash them carefully 
and store them to plant again 
next year. 

“Hardy ageratum is so easily 
grown, I wonder why more Qar- 
deners don’t use it,” she went 
on. “It comes up year after 
year, will survive the hottest 
Summer, and is an excellent 
cutting flower.

Actress Finds Switch 


Has Persuasive Power 


BURBANK, Cal., Aug. 7—Rosemary DeCamp, one of 
Cinemaland’s most beautiful mothers, doesn’t think much 
of this child psychology business. 


“T have three small daughters 


, of my own,” she said, “and they 


react better to the hardboiled

Such a 
condition, he says, causes a cat- 
arrhal infection in the eustachian 
tubes, the canals leading from the 
back of the nose to the middle 
ears. 

A catarrhal infection is one of 
the chief causes of partial or total 
deafness, according to Dr. Glass. 
Once this infection is healed by

The so-called McCarthy Housing Bill, 
which the Senate yesterday reluctantly 
accepted as a substitute for the Taft-Wag- 
ner-Ellender Act, is an attempted fraud. 

We trust the President will veto it. 

The. wire services charitably referred 
to the McCarthy monstrosity as a “modi- 
fied housing bill.” 

It is rather a gutted housing bill. 

All the provisions essential to low-cost 
public housing and slum clearance were 
eliminated. The residue consists of an 
835-million-dollar subsidy by the Ameri- 
can taxpayers to private builders and the 
green light to further inflation. 

Two sections of the measure provide, 
in brief: 

1. To raise from $6,000 to $7,000 the 
maximum cost of houses on which gov- 
ernment-guaranteed loans of 90 percent 
are available. | 

2. To guarantee 80 percent of loans 
on houses costing from $7,000 to $11,000 
instead of from $6,000 to $10,000 as at 
present. . 

These two features will almost auto- 
matically have the effect of raising the 
cost of houses in the $6,000 to $10,000 
class by the amount of the increased gov- 
ernment loan available. This is hardly 
what the President had in mind when he 
called Congress back into session to re- 
tard inflation and implement low-cost 
housing. .

A Musical Disaster 

Atlantans and Georgians to whom the 
Metropolitan Opera appearance in the 
capital city meant much, as well as the 
thousands more who enjoyed the opera on 
the air, will be disappointed by the an- 
nouncement that there will be no “Met” 
season for 1948-49. | 

Decision to abandon the “season” by 
the most famous opera company in the 
world was announced last Wednesday 
evening. The Board of Directors an- 
nounced that labor union demands had 
made it impossible to carry on. The defi- 
cit last year was $220,000, even though 
every seat was sold to every performance. 
Union demands for this year, plus the fact 
the stage hands were to present demands 
in October and could have halted the sea- 
gon, were announced as the reasons be- 
hind the decision to close. The Met di- 
rectors had agreed to go along on the basis 
of the 1947-48 contracts, but three of the 
12 unions refused, and the stage hands’ 


+ We frankly do not know that Congress 
could have done anything, at this ad- 
vanced stage of the inflationary spiral, to 
increase the amount of housing construc- 
tion or to lower the average unit cost. 
But certainly it should have had the cour- 
age to admit it and not pass, in the inter- 
est of political expediency, a bill which 
would have just the opposite effect. 

It is noteworthy that Sen. Taft, who 
had pushed a long-range housing bill 
through the Senate three times, went 
along with the McCarthy measure only 
after House leaders made it “perfectly 
clear” that they would not even agree to 
the courtesy of a conference committee 
to discuss a possible compromise.

Their Claims Don't Jibe With Facts 


While both candidates today denounce the sales tax, political writers generally agree that Georgia 


would have a sales tax now had Herman Talmadge been the legal Governor; and 


that Georgians 


would be paying new taxes today had Acting Gov. Thompson had his way with the Legislature in 
1947. The writers base their beliefs on the actions and discussions of the two men early in 1947 


when both. were claiming the office of Governor. 


As they run for office now,:it seems that 
Talmadge’s and Thompson’s accounts of their 
actions and their motives early in 1947 do not 
coincide with the ideas newsmen got at that time. 
As a matter of fact, the newspaper accounts of 
the messages from the two gubernatorial claim- 
ants then are now being given distorted reports 
from the campaign stumps. Seeking to place them- 
selves in a favorable light, the candidates read 
only those stories or parts of those stories which 
fit into their present-day claims. 


For instance: 


Talmadge is reading from the stump a 
news story in The Constitution of March 21, 
_ 1947, that “Talmadge stalwarts joined Sen- 
’ gtors to kill the sales tax.” This, naturally, 
gives the impression that Talmadge leaders 
bitterly opposed a sales tax but that it was 
being pushed by Thompson friends. Actually, 
the complete sentence in that Constitution 
news story said: “Talmadge stalwarts, who 
previously had supported the sales tax bill, 
joined with Senators from both factions, who 
are against the levy in principle, to side- 
track the revenue measure.” 


And Thompson is reminding his listeners that 
ly in the session when Talmadge Leader 
Lovett was pushing the. sales tax 
through the House that he, Thompson, told the 
House that a sales tax was not needed. Thomp- 
gon, who has carried out most of the proposed 
expansion services without additional taxes, re- 
calls that he said in 1947 the State could be 
opera without additional taxes—and he 
heckles Talmadge for demanding, at that time, 
$32,000,000 in an additional tax to finance the 
expanded services.

Do you remember what important thing had 
just happened when these two news items about 
Talmadge and Thompson were published? The 
State Supreme Court had just ruled that Thomp- 
son, and not Talmadge, should occupy the Gov- 
ernor’s chair. 

So it was that the Talmadge leaders in the 
General Assembly, who had been struggling to 
pass a sales tax to help Talmadge carry on a 
broad program of expanded services, suddenly 
changed their mind about the sales tax in order 
to tie Thompson’s hands. So it was that Thomp- 
son, whose leadership in the House had fought 
the sales tax, went before the General Assembly 
and told it he had to have more money or he 


“ could not carry out the Democratic platform for 


expansion of State services. 


After the General Assembly adjourned, the | 


picture changed again. Supporters of Talmadge, 
who had said he would sign any tax bill passed 
by the Legislature, returned to their original 
contention that new taxes were necessary. House 
Speaker Fred Hand and former House Speaker 
Roy Harris tried in vain to bring the General 
Assembly into special session to pass tax meas- 
ures. It was then that Thompson, on the other 
hand, found he didn’t need new taxes; and, par- 
ticularly, he didn’t want an unfrjendly Legis- 
lature back with him. So there was no special 
session. 


That is the real story of the moves for 
new taxes a year ago, when Thompson and 
Talmadge were using the hopelessly tied-up 
Legislators as political chessmen.

Here is 
where he will speak .. .” (puff ... puff) “and put this in your 
pants. You look after him good.” 

So, that night there I would be, standing by the old Ford pick- 
up truck, with the gasoline flares stinking and flaming and the 
moths and bugs swarming around them and hissing in them, and 
old Major Stahlman would be up there, his long silver hair falling 
down on his shoulders, laying the opposition out with words that 
had the smell of sulphur about them and the edge of a cane knife. 


d And there I’d be, scared, with the pistol so heavy in 

my pants pocket they were about to be pulled off. I’d 
get my note paper out and my pencil and Sgt. Ed Wright, a very wise 
man, would come around and say, “You must be losing weight, 
the way your pants are falling off of you.” 

“Yes, Sarge,” I'd say, “I ate a light dinner.” 

“You be careful,” he’d say. “There ain't nobody going to hurt 
the old man.” 

“Yes,” Fd say, “that's why you are here, because nobody is 
going to hurt him.” 

“You be careful,” he’d say. “I guess it’s loaded.” 

“Yes, Sarge, loaded. And I wish it weren’t.” 

“Me, to. I ought to take it.” 

“But you won't.” 

“No, I won't.” 

So, I’d stand there, sweating, hoping no tough boys would try 
to rush the old man, turning over the truck, and him up there say- 
ing words that flayed the flesh, and finally it would be over and 
they’d come around and shake his hand and at last we’d get in the 
car. He was a grand fighter, the old man. 
low along in his old heap. He was the greatest cop I ever knew 
and one of the best men. The next day I’d turn in the gun and 
Old Man Morton would grin that thin old grin and open it to 
look at the load. 

Anyhow, when I read that the troops were out in the Tennessee 
primary last Thursday and Friday and that a few men had been 
killed and more wounded, I remembered the old days. 

At the old Banner office in those days, the Stahlmans and the 
Luke Leas making the Capulets and the Montagues look like the 
Vassar daisy chain tug of war, Old Man Morton kept an old Colt .44 
and the .38 he issued to me when he sent me out with the Old Man. 
Nearly all of us kept a gun in our desks in the city room. And I 
remember one day lying under a wagon loaded with watermelons 
on the city square, which was also the market, with the bullets 
whining by while the Borum clan shot it out with the Yeamans, 
and seeing John Yeaman very dead by the corner of a building, 
all because of a political campaign. That was a long time ago and 
I a kid reporter. ‘Tennessee politics are calmer now. Much 
calmer. The managing edftors don’t issue pistols any more.

So he got himself two pet coons, a coonskin cap and a fringed, 
leather frontier jacket. He was the only candidate with any color 
or fun. Tall, wearing specs, he looks like a schoolteacher. But 
wearing a-coonskin cap and a deerskin jacket, he didn’t. And the 
coons were cute. 


: Tom Stewart was against him. He was in 
Machine-Made the Senate. He was a product of the Crump 
machine, now outcast. He floundered. His campaign had no 
imagination. His chief newspaper support had less imagination 
and tried to make Kefauver out a dangerous leftist, which every- 
one knew he wasn’t. The products of political machines never do 
well when they are on their own.

Anyhow, Ed Crump saw his own county turn against him. It 
was the first time that ever happened.

Depends on Income ganizations who are calling for a volun- 
tary boycott of meats for a week, or longer, are women in the 
income group who can, if they wish, continue to order the best 
steaks regardless of price. And I can’t help thinking that a lot 
of women in lower income groups must grin rather ryefully at the 
publicized demand for boycotts. They are the women who have 
already, willy-nilly, reached the circumstance where their families 
get a small roast, perhaps, on Sundays only and, again perhaps, a 
very limited quantity of hamburger or ground soup meat or some- 
thing like that on one other day of the week. The rest of the time 
they enjoy the vegetable plate. (Lower cost vegetables, too.) 

The groups I’m writing about are those living on fixed in- 
comes which, while perhaps not large, were nevertheless sufficient 
to sustain a decently high American standard of living until a few 
short years ago. Since inflation came in, the purchasing values of 
those little incomes have dropped, although the actual dollars are 
the same. 

We can only pray that the resultant diet restrictions don’t inflict 
any permanent harm on the American health, don’t increase the 
incidence of malnutrition amongst our people. 


If the members of Congress don’t soon awaken to the sentiment - 


of the American people there’s going to be some election surprises 
that will shake out a lot of congressional complacency and teach 
some Senators which issues are the real issues. And there is noth- 
ing more real, more important, than a too high cost of living. 


Our Republican friends have much to say about 
the evil of interference with the natural laws, 
such as supply and demand. I agree with them. The sad story is, 
though, that once you have stuck a synthetic finger in the economic 
machinery, you’ve just got to stick in another to offset the first, 
and so on until you reach economic confusion—which is another 
name for inflation. 

First, the Republicans, subservient to big industry, enact a high 
tariff law. Then there have to be farm subsidies to give the farmer 
a better chance with industry. One subsidy leads to another. And 


subsidies require other economic artificialities to offset their in- | 


equities. 

Until you reach the point where inflation threatens the dinner 
tables of the land and so many economic panaceas are prescribed 
by so many conflicting economic doctors that no one knows what 
to do or how to go about doing it.

Just before I left London, 
announced that they “reserved the right to 
check too great a flow of certain types of. highly- 
skilled workers” who wanted to leave Britain un- 
der present schemes fostered by Australia, South 
Africa, Canada, etc. That little news item ap- 
peared insignificant until I realized that even 
among my l!imited contacts there I saw almost 
daily an individual or family who were making 
plans to leave. No wonder the Government was 
becoming alarmed. 

Robert and I first began to realize what was 
happening when we were in Ireland. In a hotel 
in Galway we met a retired British officer who 
had bought a home there, got himself some dogs, 
started raising vegetables and was preparing to 
enjoy his latter years. 


“Property is so much cheaper here than 
‘back home in England,” he said. “Food is 
plentiful, there are few restrictions. I went 
through the Burma campaign and am just 
now getting over my injuries. Why shouldn’t 
I live pleasantly for a while?” 


That same night as we sat around the fire in 
the hotel, an elderly couple with whom we had 
made friends began asking us questions about 
America. “What would a medium-sized house 
cost? How much does it cost per month te live? 
Is food as dear as we've heard?” 

Then the woman turned to her husband. “But 
it’s no use. We aren’t allowed to take money out 
of England to .live in America. We'll have to 
settle in Ireland since we don’t want to move 
to one of the Dominions.” ’ 

The man put forth the same reasons for living 
in Ireland that the major had advanced, and 
added, “It was the capital levy imposed at the 
last budget that made us decide we'd like to leave 
England. I’ve worked hard all my life to have 
comfort in my old age and leave something for 
my children. With taxes as they are now, I’ll 
have little left. But we are not so sure about 
Jreland: they have recently added a 25 percent 
tax on all property.” 

On our journey back to London we met scores 
of others who were either “looking around” with 
an eye to leaving, or had already done so. When 
we mentioned this to our Irish acquaintances, 
they laughed heartily. “Oh, yes, there is plenty 
of that going on. We call it ‘The Retreat From 
Moscow.’ It rather amuses us to see our former 
enemies and invaders having to come here be-

to a - sedi we live. In farming it is particularly true we must 
keep learning or our living will be scanty. Every day, some fact or 
practice emerges which, if known and applied, leads farmers to 


a more desirable life. 

This morning we are thinking of 
certain new discoveries in the 
fields of green manure and small 
grains and their effects on soil 
holding and soil building. It hasn't 


been long since all farmers ac- 
cepted the fact that the way to 
build land was to plant vetch or 
Austrian Winter peas in the Fall 
(seed to be brought in from Ore- 
gon annually), and plow the crop 
under in the early Spring. And 
while we were doing this, it now 
is apparent we were overlooking 
a much richer field of land im- 
provement. 

Here is an up-to-the-minute ob- 
servation from William E, Adams, 
Agronomist of the SCS Experi- 
ment Station at Watkinsville: 


“It requires eight to 10 tons of 
green vetch to produce one ton on 
the dry weight basis, and this 1s 
very quickly dissipated after be- 
ing turned under. During the two

(cotton followed by oats, followed 
by lespedeza for two years), we 
leave on the land about two- and 
one-half tons per acre of dry les- 
pedeza residue (in addition to the 
oat straw). 

“When turned under the lespe- 
deza residue decomposes slowly, 
releasing nitrogen gradually 
throughout the following row-crop 
year. Consequently, legume resi- 
dues produced in good rotations 
stimulate higher yields in the fol- 
lowing crops than do the green 
manures. Both are desirable, how- 
ever, and some of our better rota- 
tions contain legume residues and 
green manures in succession.” 

From the above I would think it 
safe to assume we might well pay 
more attention to the values resi- 
dent in our crop residues.

Resentenced 
To Die in Chair

WAYCROSS, Aug. 7—Judge 
Walter Thomas has re-sentenced 
Wayne F. Woodruff to die in the 
electric chair for the murder of 
Dick Sutherland last year. . 

Friday, Aug. 20 was the date set 
for the execution which will take 
place in the State Prison at Reids- 
ville. 

Woodruff was convicted last Oc- 
tober in Chariton County Superior 
Court for the murder of Suther- 


land July 13, 1947, in an old aban- 
doned cabin near St. George, Ga.

In his report 
to the dairy farmers of Georgia, 
Crowe said the dairymen’s con- 
gress adopted a program of ag- 
gressive action for the months 
ahead.

Hawaii Pushes for Statehood 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8— 
(NANA)—Fifty years ago next 
Thursday the Stars and Stripes 
Was raised over historic [Iolani 
-Palace in Honolulu. The cere- 
mony:-marked the formal annexa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands to 
the. United States. 

Aug. 12, 1898, saw America’s 
frontier extended 2,400 miles into 
the Pacific and brought under 
United States control.one of the 


most strategic and colorful spots 


on the globe 

Although annexation sentiment 
had been strong in the islands for 
many years due to increasing 
American influence, the signal for 
the change came in 1893. In that 
year the intelligent but strong- 
willed Queen Liliuokalani was de- 
posed and a provisional govern- 
ment was set up under Sanford 
B. Dole. 

The new government sent emis- 
saries to Washington to confer 
with President Harrison and a 
treaty of annexation was sent to 
the Senate. 

Before action was taken, ‘how- 
ever, President Cleveland came to 
power. He withdrew the treaty 
pending an investigation of the 
circumstances of Queen Liliuoka- 
lani’s overthrow. 

The President concluded that 
the revolution had been fostered 
by the American Minister in Hono- 
lulu. He offered to use his influ- 
ence to secure her restoration if 
‘she would grant full pardon to 
— who took part in the rebel- 

on. 


Dole’s government refused to 
surrender its authority. Abandon- 
ing hope of immediate annexation, 
the Republic of Hawaii was pro- 
claimed on July 14, 1894. Promon- 
archial forces plotted to overthrow 
the Republic, using arms and am- 
munition brought in from San 
Francisco, but were thwarted. 


When Cleveland’s term ended 
and President McKinley entered 
the White House, the islands made 
a new effort to be brought under

treaty in September, 1897, and it 
was adopted by joint resolution of 
Congress on July 8, 1898. McKin- 
ley signed it the next day, and the 
following month in Honolulu.

In 1900, Congress passed the Or- 
ganic Act, giving Hawaii the ter- 
ritorial form of government it now 
has. Dole was appointed the first 
fsovernor. 

American, influence in the is- 
lands dated back to the arrival of 
the first New England mission- 
aries in 1820. They not only Chris- 
tianized the islands but played an 
increasingly important part in the 
government. Many of them held 
high offices under the monarchy. 

Because of its commanding posi- 
tion as the “crossroads of the 
Pacific,” Hawaii had been eyed 
enviously by most of the leading 
powers since its discovery by 
Capt. James Cook, of Britain’s 
Royal Navy, in 1778. 

In 1843, an impetuous young

British lives and property were 
endangered, forced King Kameha- 
meha III to cede the islands and 
the Union Jack was raised. Five 
months later R. Adm. Richard 
Thomas, commander of British na- 
val forces in the Pacific, arrived 
in Hawaii, disavowed the act, and 
had the Hawaiian flag 
again. Thomas Square in Honolulu 
is named in his honor. 

Six years later the French, on 
the pretext of a treaty violation, 
sent a warship to Hawaii and oc- 
cupied Honolulu for about 10 days. 
After conferences in which the 
treaty was annulled, the French 
withdrew. 

The Hawaiians had their trou- 
bles with the Russians, too. In 
1816 an agent for a Russian trad- 
ing company ingratiated himself 
with the king of one of the small- 
er islands and ultimately two Rus- 
sian forts were established in Ha- 
waii. The traders later were forced 
to flee because of their high-hand- 
ed methods. The ruins of the forts 
still are in evidence. 

Strong annexation feeling devel- 

oped on the West Coast following 
the ’49 gold rush and the growth 
of trade between Hawaii and Cal- 
ifornia. 

In 1854 King Kamehameha III, 
because of this sentiment and the 
fear of foreign interference, of- 
fered to cede the islands to the 
United States in exchange for 
statehood. The King died before 
any action was taken. 

Hawaii’s development since an- 
nexation has been rapid. In 1900, 
the population of the eight inhabi- 
tated islands totaled 154,000. To- 
day it is over 500,000—85 percent 
of them American citizens. _ 

Honolulu has grown from a 
small and relatively isolated port 
of call to a thriving and typically 
American city the size of Portland, 
Ore, Daily air service puts it as 
close to San Francisco as is Chi- 
cago. 

Hawaii has a gross retail trade 
of over $1,000,000,000 annually. 
Her trade with the mainland to- 
tals more than $500,000,000 yearly.

The occasion was a luncheon given by the 
Women’s National Farm and Garden Associa- 
‘tion. In her address, Virginia-born Lady Astor, 
first woman to sit in the British House of Com- 
mons, touched on one of her favorite topics: 
What’s Wrong With American Women? 

“One thing,” she said, “is your interest in 
liquor, clothes and brassiere ads.” 

That was too much for Mrs. Mesta. She gave 
a couple of flounces and turned to whisper 
something to Mrs. Randolph Huntington Miner, 
widow of Admiral Miner. Whereupon, the two 
dowagers stood up and made an impressive exit. 

Lady Astor was not dismayed. She kept 
on talking to the 300 women who remained. 

By the time the lecture was over, Mrs. Mesta 
was on the telephone, serving notice that she 
was feuding with Lady Astor. 

“I’m just tired of hearing her criticize 
American women,’ she said. ‘Furthermore, I 
don’t consider her a Feminist and I am.” 


After that, for weeks, Washington’s social 


leaders kept building up the controversy. 

“Perle Mesta is jealous,” said one. 

“Lady Astor-doesn’t mean half of what she 
says,” said another. 
“It’s time we American women got wise,” 
“Why should we take that kind of 


th 


said a third. 
criticism ?”’ 
“IT think a little spanking now and then is 
good for us,” said still another. “Some Ameri+ 
can women do drink too many cocktails, do buy 
too many clothes, do neglect their children.” 
So it went, until Lady Astor delivered a part- 
ing shot at another party, before her recent sail- 
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ing for her adopted home in England. She said: 

“That Oklahoma.woman walking out on me 
hasn't the slightest effect! It’s not important 
what one woman: thinks about you, but it is im- 
portant what you think about yourself. I don’t 
give a hoot what.one silly woman thinks of me.” 

Mrs. Mesta’s backers don’t consider her silly. 
They point out that she was once a member of 
the Council of the National Women’s Party. 
Men associated with her in enterprises she inher- 
ited from her late husband (Pittsburgh tool 
manufacturer) and her father (owner of Okla- 
homa oil wells and hotels) say: “You ought to 
see Perle at a board meeting!” 

Others call attention to the way she estab- 
lished herself as Washington’s No. 1 Party Giver 
by planning such interesting gatherings that 
everybody was eager to attend. When a prom- 
inent néw official is appointed, she is usually 
the first to entertain him. 

General Dwight Eisenhower, for example, 
rarely accepts private invitations, but he was 
guest of honor at one of her entertainments 
after he was named Chief of Staff of the Army. 

In challenging Lady Nancy Astor, however, 
Mrs. Mesta picked a worthy adversary. 

One of the five beautiful Langhorne sisters 
of Virginia, Nancy married William Waldorf 
Astor, heir to a $100,000,000 fortune. When he 
inherited the title of Viscount and had to move 
from the -House of Commons to the House of 
Lords, Nancy ran for office and becarne the first 
woman to sit in the British Parliament.

For 25 years—until she retired in 1945— 
she kept up a feud with men M. P.s, who never 
entirely got over their resentment at having 
her in their midst. 

Angered by her heckling, an M. P. once 
said, ‘I’m a better man drunk than she is sober.” 

Members frequently shouted: “Hold your 
tongue! Go back to America! Throw her out!” 

But she kept right on, injecting herself 
into any debate where she saw a chance to ad- 
vance the welfare of British women. 

Shortly before her retirement, she accused 
Aneurin Bevan, Minister of Health, of talking 
“humbug” @vhen he discussed “equality among 
sexes.”’ Bevan asked her to “shut up” and when 
there were cries of “order, order!” he said: 

“The woman gabbles and gabbles all! the time. 
We really should have protection against her.” 

At a party, she once blew up and told Winston 
Churchill: “If you were my,husband, I'd give 
you poison.” Churchill replied: “Nancy, if I 
were your husband, I'd take it.” 

The feud between Dolly Gann and Alice 
Longworth (daughter of Theodore Roosevelt) 
was over who had the better claim to the place 
of honor at official parties. Alice's husband, 
Nicholas Longworth, was Speaker of the House. 
Dolly was official hostess for her widower 
brother, Vice-President Charles Curtis. The 
squabble lasted for years—then Alice and Dolly 
surprised everybody by kissing and making up.

the millions his oil wes showered on him, and 
drove her own high-powered car. 

Then, as Jake Hamon’s political ambitions 
mounted, he felt called upon to win back the 
respectability he had cast aside when he turned 
his back on his family and placed Clara in the 
position she later disclosed hadn’t always been 
enviable. 

“I was only 17 when Big Jake Hamon began 
to lie to me,” she said. “I thought I loved him 
and he made me his slave. Once when I went 
with him to buy a big oil well he flew into a rage 
and tried to throw me out of a hotel window.” 

When Jake finally made up his mind that 
Clara was impeding his political progress, how- 
ever, he didn’t resort to such obvious methods of 
getting rid of her. 

He persuaded his wife to return to Ardmore 
and take up her duties as hostess to his political 
friends. It was then that he began introducing 
12-year-old Olivebelle, who was already a prom- 
ising musician, as ‘“‘my wonderful daughter.” 

If Olivebelle and her mother ever thought of 
the long years when Big Jake left them to their 
own devices they. didn’t let on, but rooted for 
him when he entered the race for the chairman- 
ship of the Oklahoma Republican Committee. 

He won the chairmanship and confided other 
and greater political ambitions to his wife, but 
Jake Hamon was not destined to realize those 
dreams. 

Georgia Hamon was not at Jake’s side, how- 
ever, on the night of Nov. 23, 1920, when he stag- 
gered out of the Randol Hotel and collapsed in a 
taxicab after having given the address of a 


private sanitarium. 


He died of a bullet wound in his stomach 
which he declared was accidentally self-inflicted. 
Clara later confessed that she had shot him 
unintentionally when he had swung at her with 
a chair. A jury found her not.guilty of murder. 

Big Jake’s fortune, estimated at $3,000,000, 
was left to his wife and children, but after bills 
and various litigation were settled those millions 
had virtually vanished. :

4i HAKE héhds with my wonderful daugh- 
ter,”’ was the way Big Jake Hamon used 
to present Olivebelle to his friends, 28 


years ago, when she was approaching her teens 


and he was an Oklahoma oil millionaire, having 
his fling at politics. 

“Meet misfortune’s favorite,’’ was a more apt 
introduction in 1948——considering all the sad 
things that have happened to Olivebelle since a 
bullet ended her father’s career in November, 
1920. 

Recently, she suffered two additional losses. 
Her mother died in obscurity. Shortly after- 
wards, Olivebelle divorced her third husband, 
William Augsberger, Chicago photographer, on 
grounds of cruelty and drunkennesS. » 

Big Jake was only a struggling attorney 
when he arrived in Lawton, Okla., and met and 
married Georgia Perkins. In Lawton, his two 
children, Jake, Jr., and Olivebelle were born. 

It was in Lawton, too, that Jake let his eyes 
stray in the direction of pretty 17-year-old Clara 
Smith who clerked in a village store. 

When he ‘moved on to Ardmore, Okla., in 
1911, to make his fortune in the oil fields, Clara 
went too—-ostensibly as his secretary. She had 
married Jake’s nephew, Frank Hamon, but later 
declared, “I never lived with Frank one minute.” 

Clara: and Big Jake occupied adjacent rooms 
at Ardmore’s Randol Hotel: Georgia Hamon and 
the two children left Oklahoma to make their 
home in a Chicago apartment. 

For nine years Clara entertained Jake's 
guests, wore the glamorous clothes that matched 
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Daughter's Life 


cago nightclub. Later, having mastered 18 musi- 
cal instruments, she toured the country as “The 
One-Girl Band.”’ 

She learned to pilot her own plane and while 
in Seattle she fell in love with anotker aviation 
enthusiast, Robert Short. He left her, however, 
to fulfill a year’s contract with the Chinese gov- 
ernment flying against the Japs. 

‘We'll be married as soon as I get back,” he 
Said. But Robert Short did not come back. He 
was killed in his first flight. 

There were other suitors and other engage- 
ments—-to a promoter, a Marine Corps Lieuten- 
ant, a cartoonist—-but none of them resulted in 
marriage until Olivebelle made a brief try at 
being the wife of Lawrence Waters, a Brooklyn 
electrician. It didn’t last. 

Olivebelle went on with her musical career. 
In 1938, she married Lee Cooper, owner of a 
Chicago music store. 

Cooper was still madly in love with her when 
she left him in 1946 and got a divorce. When he 
heard that Olivebelle had married William Augs- 
berger it was more than he could bear. 

Cooper’s body was found, beside an empty 
poison vial, in his shop. There also was a note 
addressed to Olivebelle, which read: 

“Darling, I gambled my life on your love, but 
lost. The money I have left is in the safety 
deposit box. God bless you.,”’ 

In suing Augsberger for divorce, which was 
granted without contest after a general and 
routine answer to her charges, Jake Hamon’s 
daughter—-misfortune’s favorite—seems to have 
revealed that for the third time she, too, had 
gambled on love and lost. :

The Young Singer 
Fied From Soviet 
Persecution Into 
the Arms of an 
Elderly Heiress —

OVE came late to Martha Codman, who, at 
| 71, had social prestige, hundreds of friends, 
millions .of dollars—everything she wanted 
except someone on whom to lavish her affections. 
She made her life complete by marrying a 
refugee musician almost half a century her 
junior and, before her death recently in Newport, 
R. L, she said the 20 years she spent evith him 
were the happiest of her long life. 

They had been happy years, too, for Maxim 
Karolik, a bustling little man with a Russian 
accent and ‘a fine tenor voice, who said his 
Martha had given existence a new and finer 
meaning. 

In addition to his cherished memories, she 
left him an estate valued at $25,000,000. 

There had been a time, while he was peering 
from fhe wrong side of a frame of iron bars in 
Russia, when Maxim hadn’t thought there was 
that much money in the world. 

He was sure tl:en that his musical career, 
which had started wi.h such a flourish when he 
became one of the youngest members of the Rus- 
sian Grand Opera Company, was at an end. He 
wasn’t at all sure, in fact, that his life wasn’t 
ending, too, because few who were thrown into 
Communist prisons for political offenses ever 
emerged. 

One day a guard nudged him and whispered: 

“I have heard you sing. Such a voice should 
not be silenced. I myself used to be in the chorus 
of the Petrograd Opera Company“and I will help 
you escape.”’ 

Two decades later Karolik still refused to tell 
how he gained his freedom, but he remembered 
vividly the dangers and hardships of his journey 
across Russia and the good fortune which en- 
abled him to slip aboard a boat for America with 
the last words of the friendly guard ringing in 
his ears: 

“Go to America. It is a land of opportunity.” 

He was lucky when he got a chance to sing 
in a New York music hall, but his real break 
came when Martha Codman heard him one eve- 
ning. She was the spinster daughter of the late 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Amory Codman and connected 
on both sides with the best families of Boston. 

Extremely wealthy and a well-known patron 
of music and the arts, she was attracted imme- 
diately by Karolik’s voice and sent word that she 
wanted to see him. 

She invited him to her home in Washington, 
D. C., and sponsored several concerts for him 
there. 

The following year he spent several weeks at 
her mansion in Newport, where he sang at 
numerous charity affairs.- He was attaining some 
fame as a tenor, but there was even more 
comment about the possibility of his marriage 
to Miss Codman. 

“That’s preposterous,” Karolik insisted. 
“Can't you understand we’re just good friends ?”’ 
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“| Heard You Sing,” a 
Prison Guard Whispered 
to Karolik. “Such a Voice 
Should Not Be Silenced. 
‘I Will Help You Escape.” 


When the 25-year-old singer and his 71-year- 
old patroness sailed for Europe two years later, 
reporters were told that Maxim was going to 
study abroad. 

However, her attorney announced a few weeks 
later that they had been married on the French 
Riviera on Feb. 2, 1928. 

“It was the most wonderful thing that ever 
happened,’’ Karolik said recently. “I had lived 
just for myself and the corridors of life seemed 
so vast and dim and echoing. Then I realized 
that Martha loved me, and it was like coming 
from a world of darkness into eternal light. 

‘‘Martha had so much. She possessed culture, 
understanding, sympathy, all the finest traits 
that a person can possess. She was a great soul, 
and just by being near her I seemed to acquire 
some of her best qualities.”’ 

When they returned to America, Karolik 
toured the nation’s leading concert halls. His 
wife was always with him. Even the stage hands 
commented on their devotion. 

As time passed, Mrs. Karolik began to livea 
more retiring life and her husband gave up his 
Singing to spend more time with her, 

“We had many interests in common besides 
music and art,’ Maxim recalled, “but the one in 
which we found the most pleasure was collecting 
antiques. My wife already had many fine pieces 
which came from her ancestors, the Amory, Cod- 
man, Derby and Pickman families, and we de- 
cided to add to them.” 

He spent six years tracing and buying early 
American furniture. Although Martha was un- 
able to accompany him on most of his trips, he 
rarely made a purchase without asking her 
advice. 

Eventually the collection included more than 
100 pieces from the 13 original states and 
represented an almost complete span from the 
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Queen Anne period to the era of Duncan Phyfe. 

Martha’s vast knowledge of art was even 
more valuable in acquiring a collection of Ameri- 
can primitive paintings, on which Karolik spent 
the next two years. . 

The first collection, valued at $1,000,000, was 
presented to the Boston Museum of Fine Arts in 
1939. The second, worth just as much, was given 
to the museum nine years later. 

‘“‘Martha used to say that to feel better one 
might need only a good steak, but to feel finer 
something more than that was needed,”’ Karolik 
said. “We wanted to give that ‘something’ to 
the people, Martha was always that way. She 
was truly a wonderful woman. | miss her so

ETWEEN the departure -of young James 
Brooke for Burma, as a British Tommy, and 
the squiggle of a London judge’s pen ona 

divorce decree recently, almost a century and 
a quarter elapsed—and four generations of an 
incredible family etched a pattern of love and hate 
against the background of a fabulous East Indian 
principality which it ruled despotically through a 
succession of white rajahs. n 

The decree ended the second marriage of 
Valerie Brooke Gregory Cobarro, more commonly 
known ,as Princess Baba and youngest daughter 
of the Rajah of Sarawak, who had retired to an 
English estate not long before after renouncing a 
throne won early in the 19th century by his grand- 
uncle James. 

Enrolled in the ranks of the empire-builders, 
James hadn’t much more than Janded in Burma 
before his contingent engaged the native troops in 
battle. First shot by the natives and then slashed 
with daggers, he was left for dead, but an officer 
sent back a searching party to retrieve his body. 

Doctors found a spark of life remaining and, 
after many months, nursed him back to health, 
but they advised him never to get married. 

Denied children .and a home, James Brooke 
turned bitterly to adventure and, because he 
gambled his life recklessly, soon acquired a 
modest fortune. 

He returned to England, bought a small coun- 
try place and settled down. 

Ignoring the doctor’s advice, he fell in love 
with a beautiful girlk They became engaged, 
but she broke the engagement when he told her

of the injury he had suffered while in Burma. 

More embittered than ever, he swore he would 
make the sea his wife. He bought a ship, armed 
it with eight cannon, enlisted a fighting crew and 
sailed for the South Seas. 

At Singapore he heard that the natives of Sara- 
wak in northwest Borneo were in revolt against 
their Malay ruler. One morning in 1838 his 
schooner, the Royalist, nosed its way up the 
Sarawak River, ready to cope with any situation 
that might enrich the owner. 


F'TER miles of mud flats and jungle, it reached 

a village. Native men and women swarmed 
down to the shore. 

None of them had ever seen a white man. 
The captain’s eyes glistened when he saw that 
many were dressed in embroidered coats and 
trousers and sarongs of the heaviest gold. 

He was received by Muda Hassim, the Malay 
prince, who was so frightened he could hardly 
talk. The prince finally managed to explain 


that the village, which was his capital, was being 
besieged by a horde of fierce tribesmen who were 
itching to put everyone to the sword. 

“If you will remain and fight them off,” the 
terrified prince promised, “you can have anything 
you want. You can have our wealth, our trade, 
yes, even our country. I will give you my throne.” 

James Brooke stayed. His disciplined crew 
put down the revolt with lead and steel. At the 
end of three years, when peace had spread itself 
as far as possible in a land of head-hunters, 
marauders and pirates, the prince was somewhat 
regretful of his bargain, but it was too late, 
Brooke had the country under his control. 

On Sept. 24, 1841, he became Rajah of Sara- 
wak—the first white rajah in the world. 

When the boundaries of Sarawak were finally 
fixed, the erstwhile English adventurer found 
himself the absolute monarch of 50,000 square 
miles—about the size of England and Wales—and 
half a million subjects. He ruled for 30 years, 
firmly, tenaciously and not unwisely, and Eng-

land bestowed several honors on him, including 
knighthood. 

After a while he sent for his sister’s son, 
Charles Anthoni Johnston, and put him in charge 
of little inland stations, train.ng him to Know the 
country and the people. 

Charles, realizing he was being groomed for 
his uncle’s job, teok the name of Brooke, but 
it didn’t earn him ‘any favors. He was kept in 
the back country for 15 years before old James 
died and he became rajah. 


CSARLS was 38 and left within a year for Eng- 
land to find himself a wife. He started to pay 
court to a wealthy widow, but switched his atten- 
tions immediately when he saw her beautiful 19- 


year-old daughter. 

Blond, isticated Margaret Alice de 
Windt was fascinated by the rajah’s diamonds and 
his tales of oriental splendor, but she received a 
rude shock at the first meal on her honeymoon. 
Her husband announced sternly that they couldn't 
afford dinner, but he finally let her have bread 
and butter .and tea. 

Further disillusionment awaited her in Sara- 
wak. Kuching, the capital—-the village at which 
old James had first landed—-was squalid and 
musty. The natives frightened her. The palace 
was a rambling compound witb no luxuries and 
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tew comforts. Her dreary days were spent in the 
company of a flock ef white pigeons which she 
trained and learned to love, but, to her dismay, 
her husband had them served to her one evening 
in a pigeon pie. 

“They eat too much,” he said. 

She bore him a daughter and then twin sons. 
Considering that she had done her duty toward 
tie rajah by providing him with male heirs, she 
sailed for England. On the trip the three children 
were. stricken with cholera and died in mid-ocean. 

Reluctantly the Ranee Margaret returned to 
Sarawak. She was aware that her husband spent 
more time with the native girls of Kuching than 
he did with her, and she knew that the only love 
to which he was faithful was his love for Sarawak, 
but she felt she had obligations. 

Before she went back to London permanently, 
three more sons were born, Vyner, Adeh and 
Harry. 

The rajah sent her virtually nothing to sup- 
port them. He said he was putting everything 
back into the country, which was true. 


HILE Kuching blossomed into a sizable city 

with good roads, large office buildings, 
churches, maission schools and a museum, the 
ranee, in a dingy London fiat, pawned her jeweis 
to educate her boys. 

Vyner, the eldest, fell in love with Sylvia, the 
17-year-old daugnter of Lord Esher. His poverty 
was such that her parents took her to Scotiane 
keep him from seeing her. Lie sent her a message 


to 


true,” was 45 and divorced, but who was an 
eminent barrister and heir to a large shipping 
fortune. 

Elizabeth—-Princess Pearl—-was somewhat less 
conventional. She saw Harry Roy, a jazz maestro, 
conducting his orchestra in a London theatre and 
fell in love. She invited him to her father’s 
baronial. country home at Cobham, Surrey, and 
then Harry was too awed to propose. 

The ranee, apparently remembering her own 
youthful tribulations, kept the romance going 
and finally the bandleader popped the question. 
The rajah, queried by cable, gave his consent, 
“provided no publicity or newspaper excitement.” 

So they were married at Caxton Hall, with 
Harry's band lined up dor the occasion, with 
thousands of the British equivalent of bobby- 
soxers storming the place, with riot squads called 
out, and with as much publicitywas anything had 
received for years. 


THEN the ranee attended a party of the Duke 

and Duchess of Kent at which Bob Gregory, a 
handsome young wrestler, gave a health culture 
exhibition. She danced with him, invited him to 
visit her the next day and gave him one of her 
books (she had written three) inscribed “To the 
Most Interesting Young Man I Know.” 

While she was writing the inscription, in 
walked Valerie, sometimes known as Princess 
Diamond but more often as Baba.

crown prince. 

it was as difficult a job as his father had had. 
He was sent to a little station in the interior to 
learn the language and the customs, and stayed 
there two years before returning to Engiand to 
renew his suit. 

But Sylvia wasn’t allowed to see him. Her 
parents called him an upstart with no family 
background «and her friends refe:i:ed to him as 
the wild man from Borneo. 

Only her sister was sympathetic. She ar- 
ranged for “Sylvia to meet Vyner at an inn and 
elope with him.

YLVIA, who had always been protected from 

life’s stark realities, came up against them with 
a bang when she took up her residence in Ku- 
ching. As the prospective ranee, she was ex- 
pected to advise the native women on any prob- 
lems they might want to bring before her 
and there were plenty. 

Before she became ranee in 1917, when Old 
Charles died, Sylvia had come to love this strange 
land with its weird if savage customs and its 
simple, straight-forward people.

-Brought up with a casual acceptance of the primi- 
tive romantic theories that surrounded them. it is 
understandable that they have caused _ their 
parents many an hour of anguish. 

Leonora, Known to the natives as Princess 
Gold because of the color and texture of her hair, 
started the generation off rather well, matri- 
monially speaking. Hailed as the most beau’ ‘ul 
debutante presented to the London court in 1929, 
she married the Ear! of Inchcape, who, it was

Elizabeth, for whom music had lost some of 
its charms, also moved into the big house at 
Hyde Park’s Albion Gates. Early in 1942 five 
American officers took the house next door. 

The ranee realized that five men might have 
difticulty in running a house properly, so she 
dropped over and began directing things. The 
prateful officers returned the visit. Two of them, 
Col. Richards Vidmer, a former New York sports 
writer, and Col. Francis P. Tompkins, a West 
Pointer, were bowled over by the beauty of the 
two available princesses, but—since occidental 
marriage customs differ considerably from those 
in Sarawak-——there were difficulties. 

Both Vidmer and Tompkins were married men 
with grown children, and, of course, Elizabeth 
still had a husband. In the course of the next 
four years, Vidmer, Tompkins and Elizabeth were 
all divorced. Then Vidmer married Elizabeth and 
Tompkins married Leonora. 

Later Pepe and Baba went to the divorce 
courts, each admitting misconduct but blaming 
the other for provoking it. The judges decided 
Baba was the injured party and gave her a decree. 

Sir Charles, discouraged by the lack of a male 
heir, had, in the interim, ceded Sarawak to Great 
Britain. But now 15 native organizations are 
petitioning King George VI to restore their 
country as an independent kingdom under the 
rule of white rajahs.

FEEL as if I had been born again. 

My children have a new mother; my husband 

a companion he hadn’t known for many years. 

Out of the silent world in which those who are 
nearly stone deaf dwell, I have emerged into a 
world of normal hearing where I can distinguish 
between the laughter and cries of my own chil- 
dren and, for the first time, enjoy the sweet 
melody of their singing. 

About six months ago I underwent an opera- 
tion, called fenestration, at the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital Clinic in Baltimore; an operation used to 
relieve deafness caused by bony growths in the 
oval window of the middle ear. 

The miracle of my restored hearing really goes 
back, however, to Monday morning, May 7, 1945. 
That is when a neighbor woman, also hard of 
hearing, rushed in with a copy of The American 
Weekly for the previous day. 

I was up to my elbows in soapsuds, doing the 
weekly washing, but I stopped and watched her 
trembling fingers open the magazine to page four. 
There was a story entitled “Hope for Stone Deaf,” 
written by the science editor, G. B. Lal. 

Together we read and re-read the story that 
told of 1,000 fenestration operations. 

It offered .the first real ray of hope I had 

own since the day 12 years earlier when I had 
peen warned that I was suffering from oto- 
clerosis and eventually would be stone deaf. 

I had been married three years and George and 
I were living in New York, but I had come home 
to Baltimore to visit my mother. I knew that my 
hea was failing. Without consulting my hus- 
band, went to Johns Hopkins for tests. 

When doctors there said they couldn’t help me 
I felt lite a person sentenced to death. 

Georgé came down to Baltimore for the week 
end and I greeted him at the door with the awful 
statement, “Darling, I want you to get a divorce.”

He was bewildered, but when he finally learned 
that I- was offering him his freedom because I 
was going deaf he patted me on the shoulder and 
said, “It’s you, not your ears, that I love.” 

I also had been told'that the arrival of a baby 
might bring on total deafness immediately. But 
mother love proved stronger than my fear and 
now I have three children: [lene aged 10, Teddy 
who is six, and Martin nearly three. 

It was an unhappy experience with Teddy 
finally persuaded me’ to have my operation 

My children had grown up pretty much with- 
out a mother’s guidance because I couldn’t hear 
or understand them most of the time. 

Last November Teddy developed what seemed 
to be a serious stomach ailment and I took him to 
the Harriet Lane Clinic at Johns Hopkins. 

There, doctors told me his stomach disorder 
had a nervous origin, and probably was caused, 
in part, by my deafness. The child was constantly 
frustrated by my inability to understand him. 

For the first time I realized that I wasn’t the 
only one -concerned in the operation I had con- 
two and one-half years. 

If my handicap was making my little son ill, 
that operation was a necessity. 

I told my story and was sent to the clinic for 
hearing tests, with the elses that the fenestra-

tion operation might not be possible in my case. 
After the examination I waited with all the 
suspense of a criminal awaiting judgment. 

The verdict came, “It ean be done.” 

I was assured that my hospital insurance 
allotment would*be the only payment required. 

I was operated on Saturday, Feb. 14, and 
my hearing didn’t come back until seven days 
later. Then, suddenly, as I lay there feeling con- 
siderably depressed, I heard a cackle and another, 
just like a hen. There were no chickens around. 

I watched the moving lips of two women in 
beds opposite me and knew they were talking. 

Gradually I could understand the words, but 
they were so loud and so tinny. ; 

When the docter looked at my face he knew 
the miracle had happened. My husband, my two 
children and I all wept for joy. 

kor the remaining 10 days in the hospital 
noises seemed unbearably loud, A whisper was 
like a shout, a footstep like thunder. Within three 
weeks, however, my hearing was normal. 

At that time I took over my full housekeeping 
duties and the care of my children. 

It wasn’t easy because the operation 
balance and I had to learn to walk again. 

\ir. Lal explains that “the operation, developed 
by Dr. Julius Lempert of New York, is an in- 
genious way of admitting air-borne vfbrations into 
the inner ear, the passage of which has been 
stopped by the obstruction of the natural oval 
window. The surgeon makes a new window in 
the roof of the bony structure, so that despite the 
closing of the natural window the sound waves 
enter the hearing apparatus. 

“A sort of lid is made from a tiny cartilage of 
the ear lobe, and fits into the artificially made 
window which is, thus, prevented from getting 
obstructed by any new bony growth. One of Dr. 
Lempert’s latest improvements in the 4qperation is 
to polish the rim of the newly made window with 
pure lead. This appears to aid greatly in prevent- 
ing a new bony growth from filling up the window. 

“The operation is good only as long as the 
nerve of hearing is not destroyed or irreparably 
damaged.”

© YOU sit at home by the telephone waiting 
D for a radio quiz program cail? Are you 
vearning for the $25,000 prize, the house 
and lot, the refrigerator, the automobile, the 
cabin. cruiser, the airplane, the trip to Havana, 
the second honeymoon with all expenses paid? 
Then don’t hold your breath until you receive 
the good news, The odds against getting a chance 
to win the bonanza prizes are anywhere from 
4,000,000 to more than 31,611,000 to 1. ° 
Or if you do get the opportunity will you 
muff the question? Like the man from Texas 
who couldn’t name Rhode Island and Delaware 
as two of the three smallest states and lost 
$1,820. Or the man who lost $3,600 when he 
couldn’t name the president who sent Com- 
modore Perry to Japan to open trade negotia- 
tions in 1853. (It was Millard Fillmore.) Or 
the -African big game hunter who lost $6,380 
when he failed to identify a friend, James Cor- 
bett, as the author of ‘‘“Maneaters of Kumaon.”’ 
Give-away radio shows have snowballed into 
a $7,000,000 a year jackpot which, experts pre- 
dic’. will reach $9,000,000 by the end of another 
season. 
However, despite the Hooper ratings, there 
is verbal and written evidence of dissatisfaction 
among a great percentage of the listeners. 
Complaints range from lack of a telephone

to demands for more intellectual programs in- 
stead of ‘‘all that drivel and corn.” 

The odds against a contes.ant on the “Truth 
or Consequences” show or ‘People Are Funny” 
are around 4,000,000 to 1. To be eligible for 
the telephone call and opportunity to answer 
the key question, the listener must first have 
written the best letter of 25 words on a subject 
announced by the program director. 

Upwards of 4,000,000 letters were received 
in the “Miss Hush,” “Mr. Hush,” and “The 
Walking Man” contests. So the contestant was 
bucking 4,000,000 other contestants. (Combine 


those odds with the odds against being home at 
the moment of the call, and you have some idea 
of the chances of winning a big contest. 

On the “Stop the Music” show every tele- 
phone directory in the country was vred fb 
select the calls each week. Latest available fig- 
ures show there were 31,611,000 teiephones in 
the United States, so the chance of receiving 
the call was just that to one. 

Then there are certain facts which are impos- 
sible to compute. For example, when The Ameri- 
can Weekly attempted to cortact. a winner in 
Shiprock, N. M., we were unable to make a con- 
nection. That could easily oecur on the night 
of the program. 

On “Break the Bank,” the odds are 1,500 to 1 
against obtaining a ticket to get inside the 
theatre where the show is being broadcast. But 
first you must write a letter and get your name 
in the fish bowl holding some 125,000 names. 
[f the listener is fortunate enough to win a 
ticket and get inside the theatre, then the odds 
are 175 to 1 against being selected for participa- 
tion on the stage. 

If the ticket holder is fortunate enough to 
be selected as one of the participants, then the 
odds drop to 12 to 1 against breaking the bank. 
In the course of 385 programs only 32 entrants 
broke the bank, seven men, one woman and 24 
couples. -The show, on the air 22 months, gave 
away $137,320. If a.ticket holder makes the 
show, the odds say he will get at least $356.67, 
with the average man winning $258.22. the aver- 
age woman $154.52, the average couple $429.76. 

The “Queen for a Day” show travels about 
the country but has been heard most frequently 
from a theatre in Hollywood, which holds 2,000. 
To get on the broadcast, the listener must write 
foc a ticket. The chances of getting into the 
theatre with an opportunity for the prizes, which 
run up $17,000, are therefore slim to begin 
with. Once inside the theatre in Hollywood the 
odds drop to 333 to 1 against being selected for 
one of the six places allotted each day. 

In some of the criticism of the quizzes and 
give-away shows many feel that the fad will pass 
just as “bank nights” did in movie theatres. Some 
broadcasters, however, are fearful lest this radio 
bingo spirit will boomerang and result in the 
loss of business and listening audiences. Shows 
preceding and following give-away programs 
have shown higher Hooper ratings. 

On one show over a nationwide metwork, a 
certain program gave away a dozen watches of 
a name make. The sponsor of this show was 
not in the watch business. The show immedi- 
ately following was sponsored by a watch com- 
pany. The latter firm howled because its show 
was costing $750,000 a year whereas the firm 
whose watches were given away on the previous 
show got infinitely more advertising for the 
cost of only a dozen watches. The network 
made a fast adjustment to avoid losing a valu- 
able client. 

Despite the odds, the disgruntled listeners, 
the fearful broadcasters and irate sponsors of 
opposition shows, there are the few lucky ones 
who do win quiz fortunes. 

Mrs. Florence Hubbard, of Chicago, Ill., who 
identified Jack Benny as the “walking man” on 
talph Edwards’ ‘Truth or Consequences” show, 
won among other things a $1.000 diamond ring, 
a $1,000 diamond and ruby wristwatch, a four- 
door sedan, an ail-metal airplane, a full length 
Persian coat, two weeks vacations at a famous 
resort, a de luxe three-room trailer valued at 
$2,400, a grand piano, a radio-phonograph com- 
hination with frequeney modulation and tele- 
vision receiver, and a score of other valuable 
gifts. On the heels of these gifts came 3,000 
letters of congratulations, sundry business 
propositions and 94 proposals of marriage. 

Karl Flanter, of Jersey City, N. J., who won 
a “Go for a House” award, won the house but 
had trouble finding a lot to erect the home. He 
lived in a two-room apartment and couldn't 
find room for a cocker spaniel which went with 
the award because, he said: 

“The two rooms were a little crowded wit 
two children, my wife and me.” 

The cabin cruiser he also won brought a 
little worry because he had no place to store it 
until the house was erected. 

But the rewards had made a difference in 
his life.

HE WHISTLE tooted. The bell clanged. 
ty Four thousand khaki-clad doughboys scram- 

bled to get out of the way. 

As the locomotive steamed into the round- 
house and approached the hastily-built speaker’s 
platform, a lithe, dark-haired girl waving an 
American flag jumped from the cow-catcher 
onto the stage. 

“Are we downhearted?” she shouted. Four 
thousands voices told her no. 

Tired of war and homesick, the American 
soldiers who gathered in the roundhouse at 
Nevers, France, that March day ‘in 1918 to see 
Broadway stage star Elsie Janis, packed up their 
troubles and cheered. Elsie was their idol, their 
dream girl, the “Sweetheart of the AEF.” 

Her doughboy audiences worshiped her. 
Countless men would have married her. But 
Elsie wasn’t interested in marriage—at least not 
in those days. Her life was dedicated to the 
stage and to the ever faithful mother who, 
since early childhood, had been her constant 
companion,, chaperon and manager. 

Not until years later, 18 months after her 
mother died in July, 1930, did Elsie finally 
marry. Her husband, Gilbert Wilson, was a 
biond, 180-lb. six-footer whom she had first met 
14 months previously at the Hollywood home 
of baritone John Charles Thomas. When she 
married him, Elsie was 42; Wilson was 26. This

fact was to have profound effect on their mar- 
riage. 

Only a few months before the wedding, in 
a paragraph in her autobiography (“So Far, So 
Good!” E. P. Dutton & Co., Inc.), apparently 
referring to Wilson, Elsie admitted she had 
“fallen in love with one young enough to be 
my son.... 

“I know,” she wrote in a moment of prophetic 
introspection, “‘that it couldn’t last. I know that 
the joy thereof will be overbalanced -by the 
misery, but if I am at last to marry, I don’t see 
why I should not have the experience I would 
have had at 17 with someone young and not 
over-experienced....”’ 

‘Those words, odd as they. may have seemed 

coming from one about to be a bride, were an 
ironic omen. Last June, after more than 17 
years of marriage, Elsie. and Gilbert separated. 
The parting, according to Elsie, was decided on 
“for no reason except that he is still young 
enough to have another life, and I just want 
to finish in peace the one I have enjoyed so 
much. : 
“You know,” she continued, “I was an old 
maid for 42 years, so when my young man was 
away at war for five long years I reverted to 
type and snuggled back into my old groove.” 

When, asked to give his reasons for the fail- 
ure of the marriage, Wilson said: 

“There is no explanation for it. It is just one 
of those things. We felt that a separation would 
be the best thing. We are still good friends and 
see each other often.” 

But despite the apparent absence of any ill 
feeling between them, the separation must have 
come as a bitter blow to Elsie. Once she had 
been young, carefree and vivacious. Men were 
fascinated by. her wit and charm. Marriage 
rumors surrounded her. But she had flicked 
the prospect of matrimony aside. 


Her attention was focused on two things: 


alone: The stage and her mother. Only when 
the bloom of youth was fading did she finally 
Bet married; and then to a husband 16 years 
her junior. 

“It is easy enough to find a man who will 
marry you,” she said in 1926, “but to find a 
stranger who is ready to live for you as un- 
selfishly as mother has lived for me is another 
matter. I admit that a mother like mine is a 
handicap matrimonially.”’ 

This close bond between mother and daughter 
had its beginning in Elsie’s early childhood in 
Columbus, Ohio. A born mimic, she started 
“imitating everything from animals to railroad 
trains” almost as soon. as she could talk. Her 
mother, Jenny Bierbower, took careful note of 
the child’s talent and decided her daughter 
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should have a stage career. This decision was 
vigorously opposed by Elsie’s father, John Bier- 
bower. 

Shortly afterward, however, Jenny got a 
divorce from her husband, and Elsie was on 
her way to a career that was to take her before 
the footlights of two continents. 

In her stage debut, made at the age of five, 
she appeared with a local stock company in 
“East Lynne.” Her next important step took 
her to the White House, where, during Christ- 
mas, 1899, at the age of 10, she sang for Presi- 
dent McKinley. Thereafter, under the watchful 
eye of her mother, she appeared for several 
years throughout the country, giving her*imita- 
tions of celebrities. 

Finally, in 1906, she got her first big Broad- 
way part in “The Vanderbilt Cup.”, Other suc- 
cessful roles followed; notably in “‘The Hoyden,”’

and “The Century Girl.’”’ Both in America and 
Europe she became a top box-office favorite. 

After the United States entered World War 
I, she went overseas. There, always accompanied 
by her mother, she gave 601 performances before 
doughboy audiences and was told by Gen. John J. 
Pershing that she was “worth an army corps.” 

When the war was over, Elsie returned to 
the footlights. More stage triumphs followed. 
She scored hits in several movies and wrote 
songs, articles and short stories. She became 
the first woman producer to stage a theatrical 
revue. 

Money poured in. Invitations flooded her 
mailbox. There were trips to Europe, vacations 
on yachts. Everywhere she went, her mother 
went with her. Elsie was the celebrity, the 
famous star. But her mother was the manager, 
the financial adviser, the zealous guardian. 

Then, in 1929, Elsie retired to private life. 
The following year her mother died. Left alone, 
she married Wilson. For some years, the mar- 
riage appeared to be a success. Then came the 
news of the separation and with it the announce- 
ment that Elsie had once more turned her back 
on matrimony.

EW YORK STATE, where the only ground 
for divorce is infidelity, is rapidly gain- 
ing dubious distinction because of the in- 

creasing number of marriages that are being 
annulled through legal subterfuges, according 
to Judge Charles S. Desmond of the State’s 
Court of Appeals. 

In discussing this situation recently before 
an Eastern college forum, Judge Desmond spoke 
not in his judicial capacity but as an earnest 
citizen warning fellow men and women of what 
he regards aS a grave threat to the institution 
of marriage. 

Judge Desmond told how thousands of mar- 
riages, many of them having lasted for years, 
are being dissolved annually with a summary 
declaration that they never were valid. 

In a single 12-month period, from July 1, 
1945, to July 1, 1946, there were approximately 
5,000 annulments in New York State, Judge 
Desmond pointed out. During this period there 
were 19,895 divorces. Thus, there was an aver- 
age of one annulment to every four divorces, 
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Because Her Fiance Had Falsely Claimed Mem- 
bership in a Fine English Family Adele Asked to 
Have Her Marriage Annulled 


Many of the couples whose marriages were 
annulled had lived together for years and had 
children. 

Refusal to have children, however, may be 
cited as a perfectly legitimate reason for de- 
claring a marriage void. 

Such refusal was the complaint in the case 
of Stanley J. Worth, an aircraft engineer, who 
brought annulment action against Actress Jac- 
queline Worth two years after their marriage. 

Young Worth testified before Referee John 
P. Cohalan in New York City that Jacqueline 
had promised to give up the stage and devote 
herself entirely to the career of wife and 
mother. That was before the wedding. 

After the “I dos” had been said, the en- 
gineer husband complained, his lovely bride 
said she wasn’t interested, in parenthood. 

Stanley admitted that at the time he had 
acquiesced to her wishes. 

“My -client was misled into the marriage,” 
Worth’s attorney asserted. 

Nevertheless Referee Cohalan refused the 


annulment, declaring that both parties had been 
making a mockery of a sacred institution. 

Then a letter from Jacqueline to Stanley 
was introduced. In it, she wrote: 

“I’d never have been satisfied just being a 
little housewife. Really, you couldn’t have been 
so stupid as to actually believe I’d ever give up 
acting. So here it is, our marriage is over. I 
love acting and I want to pursue my goal,”’ 

Accepting that letter as evidence corrobora- 
ting Stanley Worth’s allegations, the court 
granted an annulment, 


T WOULD be unusual if a young man and 

woman contemplating a trip to the altar dis- 
cussed their plans for a family before an out- 
sider, yet. there are a surprising number of 
bored husbands and wives who appear in court 
with witnesses prepared to swear that they 
heard solemn pre-nuptial promises that there 
would be babies in the nursery. 

These same witnesses also often state, on 
oath, that they later heard husband or wife 
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refuse to go through with that earlier bargain. 

Such reneging on a promise, it is held, con- 
stitutes a fraud, and an annulment is granted 
in New York when the consent to marry was 
obtained from either party by force, duress or 
fraud. 

“It is the broad and vague word ‘fraud,’ ” 
Judge Desmond declared, in his recent expose, 
“that is used as a hook on which to hang most 
of the annulments being announced by New 
York courts every, day. 

“This state has ckteved the high distinction 
and eminence, even as against Nevada and 
Florida,’ he continued, quoting another noted 
legal authority, “of thinking up and enforcing 
by far the greatest number of different reasons 
for holding a marriage void.” 

Most annulments are granted by ‘default. 


JUDGE DESMOND pointed out that the wife 

frequently brings action on the ground of 
fraud; her husband, who is tired of the mar- 
riage anyway, does not defend. 

The wife may testify that before marriage 
her husband told her that he owned consider- 
able property, or had a large sum of money in 
the bank, or that he came from a socially prom- 
inent family, or that he had a goqd education 
or a fine war ‘record, or that he was a sober, 
hard-working man. She then testifies that these 
statements led her to agree to the marriage and 
she didn’t find out they were false until she had 
become the man’s wife. 

When Adele Caponigri Gilruth, daughter of 
a Manhattan Municipal Court Judge, brought an 
annulment suit in New York. City recently she 
listed a number of statements which she 
claimed her husband, Donald, had made falsely 
before marriage. In fact, she said, he had led 
her to believe she was marrying into one of the 
finest families in England. 

He had claimed, Adele said, that his mother 
was an aunt of Queen Elizabeth, his uncle was a 
former governor of New Zealand, and that he 
himself was a graduate of Sandhurst, famous 
British military academy. There also were false 
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statements, she claimed, about wealth and a 
large sheep ranch he was supposed to own. 

Here were sufficient reasons, according to 
the present interpretation of the word “fraud”’ in 
the New York annulment statute, for dissolving 
the marriage. 

Adele had still another and stronger charge 
against Donald, however. 

She told the judge of a discovery that Gil- 
ruth had been married in London in 1918, but 
apparently never divorced. 

Such an incontrovertible fraud as conceal- 
ing an existing marriage is ground for annul- 
ment in New York and other states. 

Donald Gilruth, who said he believed his 
first wife had been killed in an accident, didn’t 
appear to contest the case, so Adele won the 
annulment by default. 


HARLES NAPOLETANO of Syracuse, N. Y., 

asked the courts to annul his marriage to 

Mary Cosentino because her father didn’t give 
him a freé college education. 

In his annulment complaint, Charles alleged 
that Mary’s parents had entered into an oral 
contract with him, in the presence of his par- 
ents, to pay for his college tuition, clothes, food 
and incidentals after the wedding ceremony. 

They denied suc h an agreement and never 
did come forth with the wherewithal with which 
he was to earn a sheepskin. Instead he had 
to buckle down, he said, and earn a living. 

As his visions of student days on the campus 
vanished, Napoletano’s unhappiness was mag- 
nified. Finally he left Mary. 

Then she entered a court plea for separation 


What seems to be a record for annulments 
in California was established by Rebecca Jo 
McVale of Los Angeles. 

Court records of her case show that Rebecca 
Jo was only 17 when she married Ernest Gile- 
ano in February, 1940. On Sept. 7, of the same 
year, she married John F. Martin. 

These two marriages were annulled; the one 
to Gileano because Rebecca was under age at 
the time of the ceremony ; the one to Martin 
because the girl’s marriage to Gileano had not 
yet been dissolved. 

On Feb. 14, 1941, Rebecca Jo married Jasver 
E. Bynum. She was still his wife’ when she 
married Wade Marlow a year and a half later, 
but Marlow got a divorce. 


IIS left Rebecca Jo temporarily with only 

one husband, Jasper Bynum. In May, 1944, 
however, she married David Avalos. 

The Avalos marriage ties were dissolved be- 
cause Rebecca Jo was still Mrs. Bynum when 
she married David. Then in November, 1946, 
the Bynum marriage also was declared invalid 
because there was some doubt that the mar- 
riages to Gileano and Martin had been com- 
pletely dissolved when Bynum became husband 
number three. | 

From this marital mix-up Rebecca Jo 
emerges with four children, all of whom are 
legitimate despite the fact that the courts had 
restored her to the status of an unmarried girl. 

In contrast to the New York and California 
annulment rates, [llinois, with its easy divorce 
laws, has only approximately one annulment 
suit filed to each 1,000 divorces. 

The over-all picture for the whole United 
States has been estimated at about 40 annul- 
ments per 100 divorces. 

In his appeal to New York State citizens to 
take heed of the annulment evil, Judge Des- 
mond said: 

“It-is many years since the New York State 
Legislature has said anything at all on this sub- 
ject. Perhaps it is time for it to look at the 
Whole problem anew, 

‘Perhaps it is time for the Governor to ap-

from her husband, but Charles countered with 
a suit for annulment. 

“T want my freedom,” he said. 
return to school and finish my 
want to be a young man again.” 

(Charles won his case and the marriage was 
dissolved. 

An early precedent for this type of annul- 
ment in New York State was a case in 1933, 
cited by Judge Desmond, wherein a woman 
promised to set her intended spouse up in busi- 
ness if he would:-marry her. After the cere- 
mony it turned out that she didn’t actually 
have the.cash she had boasted about and could 
not furnish the needed capital. 

The courts declared the marriage invalid on 
the ground of fraud. 

Edward Finn, a theatre usher who claimed 
he was duped into a marriage several years ayo 
with the pretty strip-tease dancer, Gay Orlova, 
was one example of a “kissless”’ bridegroom. On 
the ground that he and Gay were husband and 
wife in name only, he got an annulment. 

The little Russian dancer who, it later 
turned out, really was a girl friend of Charles 
“Lucky” Luciano, head of New York’s vice ring, 
had married Edward in order to get a passport. 

She very generously had furnished her new 
19-year-old husband with a lone ticket for the 
show at the Winter Garden on their wedding 
night and then she had disappeared, tempo- 
rarily. It wasn’t many days before Gay an- 
nounced she was going to Europe. 
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legal authorities point ,out, many 

‘“*kissless’’ marriages aren't as honestly so as 
that of Edward Finn. They say that many 
suits for anntilment based on the plea that the 
marriage never was consummated, though the 
couple may have lived together for two or more 
years, seem indicative of collusion. 

Similarly, there is an honest ground for 
annulment if one-party to the marriage promises 
to go through with a religious ceremony after 
a civil ceremony has been performed, and then 
refuses to participate in the church wedding. 

Yet it seems ridiculous, the authorities say, 
when such a situation is allowed to continue 
for years and then is brought up in an annul- 
ment suit. 

Easy annulments are more or less rampant 
in other sections of the country, too. 

In California, for instance, there is one an- 
nulment to approximately 10 or 12 divorces, 
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point a commission of qualified persons to ex- 
amine into this whole question and see whether 
some better publi¢ policy as to annulments 
could not be recommended to the Legislature.” 

Then the judge suggested that the word 
“fraud” as ground for annulment be read to 
mean What it had formerly. been considered to 
mean, that is, only a fraudulent misrepresenta- 
tion as to a matter truly essential and basic in 
marriage. 

He asked that annulments be granted only 
on the highest and most convincing kind of 
proof, and suggested further that since most 
annulments in New York are granted by de- 
fault, with no one to cross-examine the wit- 
nesses, some member of the community should 
appear in each annulment case as a defender 


_ of the marriage bond, 


OOKING at the picture broadly the annulment 

problem is but one part of the complex 

marriage and divorce law situation in the whole 
nation, 

The 49 different and conflicting laws on this 
subject in the United States today make it pos- 
sible for a man and woman to be husband and 
wife in one community, but if they move a few 
miles away and cross a state border they may 
be accused of being:bigamists and their children 
be ruled illegitimate. 

The Honorable Arthur Capper, U. S. Senator 
from Kansas, long has championed a uniform 
marriage and divorce plan. 

“As a veteran of the United States Senate,” 
he wrote in a recent article for The American 
Weekly, “I am well aware of the objections 
which can be raised against Federal statutes 
governing human relations. 

“But the danger to our social structure 
from the growing destruction of the family is 
just as serious, just as real, and in my judg- 
ment even more certain. 

‘Wherefore I have offered this resolution: 

‘*The Congress shall have the power to 
make laws, which shall be uniform throughout 
the United States, on marriage and divorce, the 
legitimation of children, and the care and cus- 
tody of children affected by annulment of mar- 
riage or by divorce.’ ” 

Only recently one step to right a divorce 
wrong was taken in Alabama when _ the 
State’s Supreme Court ruled as unconstitutional 
“quickie” divorces that could be obtained in 24 
hours and by mail.

T: black-haired, dark-eyed ifttle man at the 
piano played softly from a Chopin waltz 
and a hush fell over the Berlin home of an 
American captain, one of the few houses in the 
once wealthy residential sector of Zehlendorf 
untouched by the war. 

His black suit was shiny at the elbows and

“Play ‘Lili Marlene’ and sing it for us will 
you, please, Norbert ?”’ 

A pained expression crossed Norbert Schultze’s 
face and he said: ‘‘As you wish.” 

Turning back to the piano he broke into the 


haunting love song, favorite of nearly every | 


army during the last war. 

The song, of which at least 62 versions have 
been printed throughout the world, told a story 
of a love-sick young army sentry, far from his 
sweetheart, dreaming of the day when he would 
meet her again outside the barracks gaie by a 
lamppost in the rain as they did so often in days 
gone by. , 

It was the song that Rommel’s Afrika Korps 
sang when it pursued Montgomery to the shadow 
of the. pyramids. 

-British Tommies sang it as they chased.Rom- 
mel back from Alamein to Cape Bon. 

American G. Ls sang it on Anzio and at Cas- 
sino on the cold nights of that terrible winter 
of 1943-44. ; 

French poilus sang it as~they fought to re- 
lease their homeland from the Nazi yoke. 

Millions around the world heard it on records, 
over radio stations, in movies, newsreels; lis- 
tened to Hildegarde, Marlene Dietrich and Bing 
Crosby sing its words ef. love. 

Norbert Schultze played and sang it well— 
as he should—because it was his song. 

But with all its tremendous popularity, with 
all the money that poured in from the sale of 
records and sheet music, from royalties of every 
sort, Norbert Schultze, the composer, was re- 
cently reported to be living on almost starvation 
rations in Germariy, flat broke and waiting— 
waiting for the day when his fortune might be 
restored to him. 

‘The VU. S. Government's Alien Property Cus- 
todian had nearly $30,000 in royalties held in 
escrow in Schultze’s name for American sales 
alone, but there was little indication that he 
would ever get a cent of the money. The gov- 
ernment considered itself the sole owner of the 
song and granted all licenses to produce records 
and sheet music of the war melody. It, was con- 
sidered the most profitable song owned by the 
U. S. Government. 

From the millions of lire he earned in Italy, 
where the song was tremendously popular, 
Schultze received nothing and the Russians con- 
fiscated his royalties in those countries hidden 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

Thirty-two VU. S. music .publishers were 
licensed to publish or record “Lili Marlene’’ 
and all of them made thousands from its sale. 

The song was offered: to pubiisherfs by

Schultze in 1938 after a poet, Hans Leip, of 
Hamburg, had asked him to compose ‘music for 
a poem written prior to World War I. 

Schultze called the song, “The Lantern Song,” 
but publishers turned thumbs down and he tried 
it again as “The Song of the Young Sentry.” 
Again he failed~and he tried “Lili Marlene” and 
was successful. 

“Lili Marlene” caught on in Berlin’s dingiest 
nightclubs and when the German army shot 
through the Balkans in 1940, a radio station at 


‘Belgrade, Yugoslavia, was set up to entertain 


the troops. 

Lala Anderson, a Swedish nightclub singer, 
had recorded the tune and it was an immediate 
hit with the troops, German and British alike. 
By Jan. 1, 1943, Radio Belgrade had played the 
Anderson version at least twice nightly for 500 
consecutive nights and a million fan and love 
letters were received by the Swedish singer. 

Lala was held in ‘high regard by the Nazis 
for a long time but eventually, like many others 
who played with the Hitler regime, she fell 
into disrepute and landed in a concentration 
camp and never reappeared. : 

Schultze wrote two other songs during the 
war but for obvious reasons they were soon 
outdated. They were “Bombs Over England” 
and “The Tanks Are Rolling. on the African 
Front.” 

Another German-composed song, “You Can’t 
Be True, Dear,’’ was a post-war hit but the 
unknown German composer received nothing for 
his labors. Kenneth Griffin, a Chicago organist, 
overheard a German-American humming a tune 
one day and liked it so much he had it reeorded, 
with himself at the organ. 

Dave Dreyer, New York music publisher, got 
permission to publish it from the Alien Property 
Custodian, adding words to go with the music. 
Eighteen other recordings were made and the 
song soared to popularity.

R. PERCIVAL LEMON CLARK used to step 

outside his modest cottage and brave the 

wind along Prairie Ave. in Chicago. His 
lean, ruddy face would glow with health and he 
would seem to beam good will. 

“I wonder whose life I will save today,” he 
might say if he met a neighbor, for his mission, he 
said, was saving lives and he was founder of 
“Sanatology, the Science That Leads the World 
to Health.” 

For 20 years he undertook to cure “incurable” 
diseases and he never deviated from the conten- 
tion he once made before a State Legislative 
Committee: 

“I am the first man in the history of the world 
to make the pronouncement and prove that acid- 
osis and toxicosis are the two basic causes of 
all disease.” 

Through “Sanatology,” he declared, he had 
found both the’cause and cure of the disease 
and The American Medical Association bluntly 
announced that “Sanatology” was a “cult.” 

The American Medical Association cites the 
strange career of Dr. Clark as an example of how, 
sometimes, the most lofty claims of one man can 
win a wider hearing among those whose hope has 
gone than cah the measured statements of the 
most eminent scientists. 

“I do not believe in the germ theory and some 
other things that hobble the medical profession,” 
said Dr. Clark, for an official record. Pasteur, 
Koch, Ehrlich, Lister were forgotten, it seemed. 

“I cure the sick, the desperately sick — the 
‘incurable’ diseases,” he said. 

Through the years, in the Middle West, out of 
one town or another, his pamphlets littered door- 
steps. Not every mother with a little girl dying 
of streptococcus viridans could know that the 
vast record of medical ‘science belied him. Not 
every father, with a little boy doomed by endocar- 
ditis, could resist the hope that if treated by Dr. 
Clark in time his child might be saved. 

How many hopes were raised by “Sanatology” 
—a word not in the dictionary —-and how many 
were cruelly frustrated, the Medical Association 
has no way of figuring. ‘ It does khow that he 
operated a long time — before he could not save 
himself —and it knows that among the one-man 
exploiters of a broad cure he was the pre-eminent 
office practitioner, with a weird magic in his 
smile and his twinkling eyes, a dignity about his 
pearl stickpin, his pince-nez, and his mane of 
wavy, Silver hair. , 

To his end, he maintained “The Health School” 
and “The Health Home,” and declared himself 
“Dean” of “The World’s First University of Sana- 
tology” at the cottage in Prairie Ave. His pam- 
phlets didn’t disclose what else, in a long career, 
he had been. . 


H* CAME, in fact, to his peculiar method of cure 


by a long, remarkable apprenticeship, con-. 


cerned no more with medicine than it was with 
making mud pies. 

. He did, far back at the outset, start as a doctor 
of a kind. In 1889 he was graduated with a de- 
gree of M.D. by Bennett Medical College, which 
was run by his father. 

It was one of those eclectic institutions, with a 
short, skimpy course and a quick diploma. They 
flourished until the American Medical Association 
turned a light on them. 

With that kind of degree, the young Dr. Clark 
practiced for two years with his father, and then 
for almost a generation afterward, he turned 
his talents elsewhere. - 

This was his background before he founded 
“Sanatology:”’ 

He was a gold miner in Georgia. He was in 
the rubber business in Chicago. He raised sea 
island cotton in San Domingo. He sold real 
estate in Canada. He sold oil stock in Canada, 
and he sold autographic registers in Michigan. 

Out of it all he apparently made .no fortune, 
but he sharpened his native shrewdness, he tired 
of far-wandering, and he gradually perceived that 
his M. D. degree might serve him in a new venture. 

He established the Health School in Chicago 
and began to set forth theories and claims beyond 
the highest hopes of scientists who had been giv- 
ing their lives to their profession while he was 
gold mining and concerned with oil stock and 
sea island cotton. 

“Sanatology is not a hodge-podge of all the 
alleged cures which have, individually and col-

lectively, failed to cure,” his pamphlets said. “It 
is the only science in the healing art because it 
is a Classification, differentiation and correlation 
of natural law, which is God’s law.”. ad 

If this meant nothing whatever to scientific 
medical men, it may have meant something to 
believers in the Health School, for the school be- 
gan to acquire supporters. 

“The truth is,” he continued, “your body is 
full of poison—-the accumulation of years of 
wrong eating and living. In my Health School, 
under my direction, you will apply the only scien- 
tific system whereby this poison can be eliminated 
and your blood stream kept permanently pure. 

“In ten years’ time (this was in 1928) all health 
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schools and cults will teach Sanatology or pass 
out of existence.” 
There was a smashing climax to the brochure. 
If it could not stir hope in the hearts of the hope- 
less, it would be hard to know what could. 
“When All Other Methods Fail, They Come 
to See Me,” it said. “Fully 80 per cent of the 
patients, who come to me and whom I cure, have 
been given up by their doctors as ‘incurable.’” 


See American Medical Association investigated. 
It found he had in-patients and out-patients, at 
weekly or monthly rates, and it explained: 

“Dr. Clark’s merchandise accessories comprise 
such products as “Dr. Clark’s Dextrinized Wheat 
Health School Bran,” which is said to be a 
‘nourishing, non-devitalized, non -demineralized, 
laxative food;’ there also are ‘Cereal Bran,’ ‘Steel 
Cut Oatmeal’ and ‘Dr. Clark’s Cooked Whole 
Wheat.’ ” 

This was not all. The stock-in-trade also in- 
cluded mechanical gadgets, a “Sanatological Oil,” 
“Restorative Salts,” and a “Health School Laxa- 
tive Tablet.” 

While offering his patients these buying op-

portunities, the old-time gold miner, oil stock and 
sea island cotton man elaborated on his theories 


of “The Science That Leads the World to Health.” 


Particularly he insisted that an unconventional 
diet was necessary and that his advice and prod- 
ucts would “‘cleanse the blood.” 

“Starches and proteins should never be eaten 
at the same meal,” he said gravely. “They are 
incompatable.” 

He could have been more specific. If he meant 
this, he could have said, “Don’t eat bread (starch) 
and meat (protein) at one sitting.” The American 
Medical Association scoffed at him. So did 
scientists everywhere. 


O* THE subject of vitamins, Dr. Clark “exposes 
equal ignorance,” said the Medical Association. 
The self-confident doctor contended: “Canned 
fruits and vegetables have lost their vitamins 
because of being cooked. He admitted, however, 
that tomatoes still retained vitamins, 
“He apparently does not know that canned 


peaches, canned raspberries, canned pineapple, . 


canned spinach, canned cabbage all contain vita- 
mins in varying amounts,” said the American 
Medical Association. 

On the subject of pathology, the Agsociation 
called Dr. Clark “equally original.” It pointed 
out that he had asserted, “Germs are components 
or results of disease, not its cause and are really 
our best. friends.” 

It disclosed that he also held the following 
extraordinary theory: “Heart disease among chil-

dren is brought about mainly by three factors: 
The use of pasteurized milk, the drinking of 
chlorinated water, and vaccination.” 

Still, the Health School kept in business. ‘The 
claims continued. ‘The pamphlets fluttered. A 
radio station carried the message. 

“Good night,” he used to say at the end of his 
radio program. “Sleep tight. Don’t let the bed 
bugs bite, or you’ll get smallpox.” 

“T will forfeit $1,000 for any case of uncompli- 
cated asthma admitted to our Health School that 
is not cured in from two to four months,” said 
the doctor’s pamphlets. “Other ‘incurable’ dis- 
eases are dealt with successfully and asthma is 
only chosen as the subject of this guaranty. be- 
cause of a certain finality that seems to exist 
regarding its ‘incurability.’ ” 


HEN medical men rebuked him, he fought 

back. He never retracted anything. Even on 
his outgoing mail, he carried a challenge. The Pest 
Office Department looked into it, and an inspector 
officially reported’ he had found that on envelopes 
sent out by the Health School there was affixed 
a small red stamp bearing these words: 

“Stop Medical Tyranny — Protect Humanity 
From the Serum and Medical Racketeers!”’ 

The very audacity of it was typical of the 
attitude toward the medical profession taken by 
many cult leaders. Cure-alls rise and fall. Others 
take,the places of the old ones. If they stay within

One of their favorite targets is the scientific 
foundation of medicine. They are so presumptu- 
ous as to deny flatly the vast accumulation of 
scientific facts, proven and demonstrated, on 
which the great medical men of the world base 
their work. 

Having cut themselves off from truth gen- 
erally accepted by scientifically trained minds in 
all countries, they feel free to set forth “truths” 
which they announce they have “discovered.” 

Adways, no matter how pitifully absurd their 
contentions may be, there are some who believe. 
Some believe they can be cured, until they are 
dying. Others, having been ill, believe they have 
been cured of maladies far graver than the ones 
they had. 

That makes it simple for many a cultist leader 
to get a testimonial. Someone, who believes he 
had had an inoperable cancer, may be convénced 
he has been cured of it by cultist necromancy. 
He doesn’t know that instead of having had a 


fatal condition, he merely has suffered from a 
trivial, temporary ill. 

“T’ve been cured of an*incurable disease,” his 
sworn statement says. He believes it. The cult 
grows a while, then dwindles, and another cult 
comes into being. 

Dr. Clark, of course, indicated that he could 
cure cancer as well as diseases not so generally 
feared, and, of course, he used testimonials, for 
these are as essential to the commercial success 
of a cult as they are to the successful exploita- 
tion of a fake medicine. 

There is no doubt that his apparently simple 
remedies were effective in some cases of minor 
ills. But the time came when they could do 
nothing for the Dean of the University of Sana- 
tology himself.

HEN Ty Cobb, greatest hitter in base- 
WG iat history, eulogizes a pitcher, it’s 
praise from Olympus. When Ty says the 
pitcher in question belongs in the Diamond’s Hall 
of Fame, he speaks with the authority of the 
first man elected to that exclusive club. 
Well, Cobb recently termed Charles (Kid) 
Nichols “the winningest pitcher of all time’’ and 
wanted to know “how the Hall of Fame people 
could ignore him,”’ So far they have. 
Alongside Kid Nichols’s record, the feats of 
some of the pitchers admitted to the Hall of 
l‘ame seem commonplace. Nichols is the only 
hurler on record who never had to be relieved. 
_ No other pitcher amassed 20 or more victor- 
ies each season for his first ten years in the big 
leagues and no other has won 30 or more games 
for seven seasons in succession. If there is an- 
other major league pitcher who won three games 
in three successive days in three cities, he has 
kept the feat to himself. Kid Nichols did this in 
1892, in Kansas City, St. Louis and. Louisville. 
When young Charley Nichols, a native of

Club of the Western League in 1887, at the age 
of 17, he weighed only 135 pounds and was five 
feet ten inches tall. 

The only experience he had was acquired on 
the sandlots of Kansas City, whither his family 
had moved from Wisconsin when he was 12. Be- 
cause of his boyish appearance, the soubriquet of 
“Kid” was hung on him the first day he joined 
the club and was still clinging to him, as he re- 
cently approached his 80th milestone. 

He won his first professional game for Kansas 
City against Lincoln with a three bagger, driving 
in the two runs needed for a 7-6 victory. : 

The Kid attracted the attention of the big 
leagues after the 1889 season, when he won 38 
out of 48 games for Omaha, fanning 357. Sev- 
in a 
regular ball game. 

Then the Boston Nationals purchased 
contract for $3,000 which was $500 over 
salary in that day. 

It didn’t.take the Kid long to prove he was 
worth it. On May 12, 1890, at the Polo Grounds, 
he tangled in a pitching duel with Amos Rusie. 

The scoreboard boy continued to hang up the 
goose eggs until the last of the 13th when Mike 
Tiernan knocked one out of the lot for the only 
score. Rusie had allowed three hits and fanned 
11, and the Kid had yielded four, striking out 10. 

In 1892, Nichols went into the last half of the 
ninth inning of a game with the Phillies with a 
5-2 lead. With two out,*the Phillies filled the 
bases and up came Ed Delehanty, the Babe Ruth 
of his day. 

Undaunted, the Kid burned over three strikes. 
3ut the catcher let the last pitch get away from 
him and it rolled into the stands as all four men 
scored. That defeat prevented Nichols from 
equalling Rusie’s record of winning 101 games 
in three seasons, Nichols played a dozen seasons 
with Boston and then was called back to Kansas 
City where he pitched 27 winning games. 

Next season he became manager and also 
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his 
top 
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wage the club to 21 victories. Then it was sold. 
n 1904 he managed the St. Louis Cardinals, win- 
ning 21 and losing 13. The next season he 
started as manager but had trouble with Stanley 
Robison, brother of the owner, who finally had 
him ousted. 

Nichols was kept’as a pitcher, but when Rob- 
ison asked him to spend one of his off days tak- 
ing tickets, he defied him by going to the races 
at Latonia. For this he was fired. Nichols 
wound up his career with the Phils in 1905. 

One day’s rest was all Nichols needed be- 
tween games. Today, pitchers complain that they 
are being abused if they don’t get at least three 
days’ rest. Yet, after 15 years in baseball, 
Nichols pitched and won a double header for 
Kansas City in 1902. In 1904, he beat Brooklyn, 


4-3, in 11 innings, fanning 14. That year he won 
21 out of 34 games. 

In his final game in Organized Baseball, Oct. 
2, 1905, with the Phils, Nichols lost to Mordecai 
Brown of the Cubs, yielding only six hits. 

One of the most remarkable things about 
Nichols’ career was that he was one of the few 
pitchers who bridged the change from a 50-foot 
pitching distance to the 60-foot pitch adopted 
in 1893. 

As he swung along toward the 80th mile- 
stone, Nichols was almost as busy as ever. He 
worked from 10 a. m. to 1 a. m. daily, managing 
bowling alleys in Kansas City. He organized the 
first bowling league in Kansas City in 1892 and 
wore a medal on his watch fob emblematic of the 
city bowling championship, which he won in 1933 
at the age of 64. Mrs. Nichols died in 1933 and 
since then he made his home with his daughter, 
Mrs. H. L. Everett. 

Discussing the Hall of Fame recently, the 
Kid said: “Sure, I'd like to be in it, but, the only 
friend I have is Cy Sherman. He remembers 
me.” So do many thousands more. The Kid’s 
idea of a pitcher was the late Walter Johnson, 
who was among the first four admitted to the 
Hall of Fame. 

“There was a pitcher who wasn't afraid of 
work”’ said the Kid. ‘He was more on the order 
of the old-timers. We played ball because we 
loved the game. The moderns seem to be more 
interested in getting a lot of money. 

“You never heard of anyone with chips in his 
elbow or a sore arm in my day. When we 
weren't pitching, we either played the outfield or 
doubled as ticket takers. The biggest strain my 
arm ever underwent was at the Polo Grounds 
one afternoon when I counted 30,000 tickets.” 

Thanks to Ty Cobb and others, the truth is 
finally “outing’’ about this remarkable old-timer 
and he’s bound to come into his rightful heritage 
by being admitted to baseball’s Hall of Fame,

He disappeared. A search brought no re- 
sults and newspaper ads got no response.

Tuffy returned, too, but nobody knows how.

That’s what the scientists would like to know, 
just as they would like to know how Harvard, a 
four-year-old police. deg, found his way from 
‘Brookline, Mass., to, his old home in Glendale, 
Calif.; how Mutt, a 16-month-old airedale, man- 
aged to travel from Oklahoma to California in 24 
days over mountains and across burning deserts; 
or how Bobbie, -a collie, went 1,500 miles from 
Wolcott, Infid., to his owners in Silverton, Ore. 

Tuffy had been gone four years. He was thin 
and limping from soreness and fatigue. Some- 
how he had been able to cross half the continent, 
rustling food to keep him alive along the way. 

“TI guess he must have4emembered the route 
we took in the automobile,’”’ Wilma said. But 
that opinion wasn’t borne out in one attempt to 
analyze dogs’ uncanny sense of direction 

In the test a dog was encased in a box and 
transported four miles through Berlin to a spot 
where he had never been before. : There he was 
released and followed.

It is that spirit of loyalty and devotion in 
man’s best friend that causes him to be regarded 
in an entirely different light than most pets. 
When arrangements were being made for the 
Bikini bomb tests, dogs were specifically ex- 
cluded from the list of animals which were ex- 
posed to the blasts. 5 

When dogs are mutilated, starved, shocked, 
gassed, drowned and inoculated with diseases 
in vivisection laboratories, millions rebel against 
such torture inflicted in the name of science. 

When Butch, a beloved long-haired vagabond 
whose name should have been Rover, died of old 
age recently in Glen Cove, L. L, the city council 
passed a resolution expressing the community’s 
regret at the passing of a famous citizen. Butch 
gave up a life of ease on a large estate to roam 
the countryside but he still loved his mistress. 

“The sound of her voice was enough to set 
him off,” said a veterinarian. ‘“‘He’d have torn 
down a door to get to her, if he had to.”

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Vitamins for Nosebleec

THE thousands of people 

in this country who 
suffer from frequent nose- 
bleeds can take comfort in 
the discovery that, in many 
cases, all that is needed to 
stop the crimson flow is a 
normal amount of vitamins 
C and K in their systems. 

This important discovery 
was made by Dr. Harry 
Neivert. of the Columbia 
College of Physicians and 


some other disease. He 
analyzed her blood and 
found it lacking in both 
vitamin C and vitamin K. 
Then he gave her, in tablet 
form, a preparation con- 
taining 300 milligrams of 
vitamin C and 15 milli- 
grams of vitamin K. 

At the end of a week the 
woman’s blood was prac- 
tically normal so far as 
these two substances were 
concerned. She had no 
nosebleeds during, or after,

In medical phraseology 
nosebleed is called epi- 
staxis (ep-ee-stak-sis). It 
can be mild, or serious. It 
can be a complaint by it- 
self, or a symptom of 
various other troubles, 
such as cancer, anemia and 
high blood pressure. It 
should always have prompt 
and expert medical atten- 
tion. 


N SEVEN out of every 10 

patients he studied, Dr. 
Neivert found a deficiency 
of ascorbic acid (that’s vita- 
min C) in the blood and 
in the tissues. In six out 
of every 10 patients he 


found a shortage of pro- 


thrombin (vitamin K). 
Prothrombin (pro-throm- 
bin) is a substance in blood 
plasma that enables blood 
coming from an open 
wound to clot. 

To increase the blood’s 
ability to clot, Dr. Neivert 
gave some of his patients 
pure vitamin C. In some 
cases he administered vita- 
min K as well as vitamin 
C. In all cases he added 
green salads and fresh 
fruits (especially citrus 
fruits) to the diet of the 
patients. He did this 
because these foods are 
rich in vitamins C and K,. 

Out of 36 cases, care- 
fully studied and checked 
over a long period, 27 were 
strikingly improved. 


R. NEIVERT examined 
one young woman who 
had been suffering from 
frequentnasalhemorrhages 
for 18 years. As she grew 
older the ailment grew 
worse. She had nosebleeds 
as often as every other 
week, | 
The doctor first assured 
himself that the bleeding 
was not a symptom of 


the week’s treatment. Five 
weeks later the patient’s 
blood had gone down in 
vitamin C and prothrom- 
bin, so she was given the 
tablets for another week. 
She ate plenty of green 
salads and citrus fruits— 
and no further medication 
was needed. 


ANOTHER patient was a 

man past 65 who had 
suffered from high blood 
pressure as well as nose 
bleeding for 10 years.. In 
his case it seemed that the 
high blood pressure might 
be the cause of the bleed- 
ing, but his blood was lack- 
ing in prothrombin and its 
supply of vitamin C was 
barely normal. 

He was given the pills 
containing vitamins C and 
K for a week and at the 
end of the week his blood 
was up to normal in the 
Vitamins and his  nose- 
bleeds had stopped. Two 
months later his blood 
showed a shortage of pro- 
thrombin, so he went back 
to the pills for a week and 
included plenty of green 
salads and fresh fiuits in 
his diet. His nose stopped 
bleeding and, during a 10- 
month period of medical 
examinations, there was 
not one recurrence of his 
trouble. 


VITAMIN K appears to 

act through the liver’s 
prothrombin production 
system, and it is probable 
that vitamin C destroys 
substances which interfere 
with the prothrombin al- 
ready present. Whatever 
the full scientific explana- 
tion of how these’ sub- 
stances help the blood to 
clot—-and the process has 
not yet been compleétely 
explored ——it seems likely 
that vitamin C and vitamin 
K, in pure form and in 
green salads and fresh 
fruits, will be widely used 
to treat *the victims of 
nosebleed.

Pennington, not much interested, returned to 
his paper. The news, he saw, was rather dull;

children, Leila and Mary, and young Harry—re- 
paired to the wide front veranda. 
“Have some candy,” Mrs. Dunning invited. 
She and her sister ate several pieces each, and 
the children had a few nibbles. Pennington de- 
clined, while Mrs. Pennington, having sampled 
a cream bonbon, cast it aside as unpalatable. 
That night,“ Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. Deane 
were violently ill, the children to a lesser degree. 
The family doctor blamed corn fritters they’d 
had for dinner. His treatment, however, did not 
work. Mrs, Deane died on Aug. 11, after many 
hours of agony; Mrs, Dunning died the next day. 


Y THIS time the attending physicians agreed 

that the symptoms had been those of arsenic 
poisoning, the arsenic, aS was soon established, 
having been administered via the candy.

In San Francisco, .police and press went to work 
on the mystery. Their investigation quickly cen- 
tered on John Dunning’s California background, 
with particular reference to his romantic interest 
in a woman he had met almost three years before 
the double tragedy in Delaware, 

Dunning and Elizabeth Pennington had been 
married at her parents’ home in February, 1891, 
and soon afterward he had taken her to San Fran- 
cisco, Where he worked for a press organization 
as a reporter. 

Their daughter had been born later that same 
year. Later, Dunning became daytime bureau 
manager in San Francisco. 

He was attractive, easy-going, fond of the 
ladies. He also liked to gamble on horse races. 

“My wife was extremely religious, and Could 
not get accustomed to conditions in San Fran- 
cisco,” he was to say. “She had a particularly 
high idea of morality.” 

One day in September, 1895, while he was 
cycling in Golden Gate Park, his bike broke 
down, and it was then he struck up a conversa- 
tion with a rather good-looking woman relaxing 
on a bench. 

“We simly introduced ourselves without the 
slightest formality,” he was to relate. “There 
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was no objection on her part to continuing the 
acquaintance,” 

Dunning frankly informed her that he was 
married. ‘The woman ,chose to be circumspect, 
partly because she was quite a few years older 
than she looked. She told him that her name was 
Ada Curtis, that she was English-born, and wid- 
owed. None of these statistics was founded on fact. 

Actually, she had been born Adelaide Cor- 
delia Brown of Brownsvi''e (founded by her 
father’s family), Neb. She and her several 
sisters considered themselves the elite of the 
community, and so did not attain any conspicu- 
ous popularity. One of them died insane. 

In 1872, at age of 18, Cordelia, as she was 
called, married one Welcome’ A. Botkin, a Kan- 
sas City banker, and resided in that city before 
settling in Stockton, Calif., in the late 80s. They 
had one child, a son, Beverly, who developed an 
early fondness for dissolute living. In this con- 
nection, as events were to show, it might be 
said that he was his mother’s son. 


EMBERS of the Brown family, meanwhile, 

settled in northern California. Cordelia, who 
liked her husband’s regular income somewhat 
more than his society, frequently visited her rela- 
tives, and eventually decided to live without him 
in San Francisco. Though he provided her with 
a generous allowance, she accorded him only 
enough of her time to retain her marital status. 
The arrangement seemed agreeable to Botkin. 


Dunning visited the gay Cordelia often after 
their initial meeting. He found her a nice source 
of free meals and liquor. After they had be- 
come well acquainted, she~ confided that she 
wasn’t really a widow after all, but had married 
Botkin after coming to this country from Eng.and. 
To maintain the pose of youth, she identified the 
pleasure-loving Beverly as her stepson. 

Elizabeth Dunning endured her  husband’s 


neglect until the early summer of 1896, then re- , 


turned with her child to Dover. Thereafter the 
couple corresponded freely if not affectionately. 

So far as Cordelia, at least, was concerned, 
there now seemed no further reason for secrecy. 
She and her son, Beverly, moved into an apart- 
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ment on Geary St., while Dunning installed him- 
self in adjoining quarters. 

Beverly acquired a woman friend, Mrs. Louise 
Seeley, who joined in the revels which got under 
way on Geary St. 

Beverly Botkin, who was given to obesity, was 
thus described by a contemporary reporter: 

“He is a sport from the word go. Women, 
wine, the coursing track, all that went to make 
up the life of the genuine sport was his, and he 
didn’t care what people thought about it.” 

Came the war. Came an assignment to Dun- 
ning in March, 1898, to proceed to Puerto Rico. 

“T’ll go with you!” Cordelia cried. : 

“In what capacity?” he inquired rather coldly. 

“I don’t know, but I'll arrange it!” 

“Take my advice,” he said, “and stay right 
here.” 

He set forth on March 9, and Cordelia accom- 
panied him across the bay to Oakland and for a 
short distance on his east-bound train. Obviously 
she hated to see him go. He, on the other hand, 
took the parting with manly equanimity. 

According to his story, he wrote her from 
New York that he intended, in due time, to return 
to his wife. Soon afterward he met Elizabeth in 
Philadelphia, before he took off for the West 
Indies. He said there was a reconciliation. 

Back in San Francisco, the aging Cordelia 
pined. She wrote to Governor Budd asking him 
to appoint her as a nurse to go overseas—-Puerto 
Rico, for instance. Governor Budd congratulated 
her on her spirit of patriotic self-sacrifice, but 
turned her down. It had been established, long 
since, that the American fighting man preferred 
nurses somewhat younger and more attractive. 


pare in July, she went to Stockton for a few 
days, accompanied by a nurse, Mrs. Almira 
Ruoff, at whose home in Oakland she had some- 
times stayed. Suffering from a cold she had 
summoned a physician, who administered a pow- 
der containing a small quantity of opium. This 
led to a discussion about poisons. 

Later she made inquiries about the symptoms 
‘of arsenic poisoning. Also, if you bought arsenic, 
would you have to give your name? No, she was 
told. one would merely have to state for what 
purp the poison was intended. 
Mrs. ‘Ruoff was to recall that Cordelia asked 
her whether you had to give your name when you 


registered @ of mail. 
In early August, having returned to San 
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Francisco, she engaged a room at-a hotel. She 
informed the management that, being unwell, sne 
would i...c to have ier meals served in her room, 
However, on Sunday afternoon, Aug. 3, the cook 
saw her coming into the hotel carry.ng packages. 
Her health seemed excellent, 

On Monday, the 4th, a registered parcel, ad- 
dressed to Mrs, John Dunning at Dover, Del., was 
mailed ut the Ferry post office. 


That same afternoon, Cordelia entrained for 


St. Helena sanitarium, 80 miles up the coast. 
From there she was traced to the home of a 
sister, Mrs. McClure, in near-by Healdsburg. 

In Healdsburg, the San Francisco Examiner 
contacted a local correspondent with the unusual 
name of Lizzie Livernash. She was instructed to 
proceed to the NicClure home and see what she 
could uncover. ‘The reporter made her call on 
the 16th. 


N HER talk with Mrs. Botkin, she all but broke 

into tears as She confided that she had been 
wronged by an unscrupulous married man. Mrs. 
Botkin sympathetically advised her to put aside 
the memory and build anew. No man, she said, 
was worth a moment’s worry. 

The next day, Miss Livernash returned. She 
now informed Mrs. Botkin that she was under 
suspicion. According to the correspondent’s re- 
port to the Examiner, Cordelia became hysterical. 
She even went so far as to quote Shakespeare s 
lines about being chaste as ice. 

“How could anyone ever think such a thing 
aboutgme?” she cried. “Some malicious gossipers 
must have started this! Oh, what am I! to do 
about it?” 

r.er sister suggested that she go at once to 
Stockton and place herself under the protection 
of her complacent husband. 

“Yes,”’ Cordeiia agreed. 
and proper.” 

Miss Livernash tagged along, having become 
quite a comfort to the suspect. 

The correspondent duly reported that Botkin 
received Cordelia rather cooly in his hotel room 
in Stockton. (Miss Livernash wasn't actualy 
present in the room; she remained out in the hall 
and heard scraps of what was said ti:vough the 


“That would be right 
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transom.) Cordelia beseeched him to take the 
blame for their long separation. She told him 
that if he did not do this for her she would haunt 
him and “that woman”-referring to a Mrs. 
Arbogast--—“to the very gates of hell.” 

The husband decided to stand by her. 

Back East, Dunning arrived in New York on 
the 2lst, and immediately identified the hand- 
writing as Cordelia’s. He also told the full story 
of his association with her. The result of this 
development was that Detective B. J. McVey, of 
Dover, headed for California with the box of 
candy, the enclosed. note and handkerchief, and 
the anonymous letters. 

Chief of Police I. W. Lees, of San Francisco, 
placed Mrs. Botkin under arrest on Aug. 23. 

Her family hired two lawyers, Senator Frank 
McGowan and George Knight, who applied for a 
writ of habeas corpus. How could Mrs. Botkin 
be extradited to Delaware, they demanded, since 
she had never set foot in the state and therefore 
could not be considered a fugitive from it? 

Chief Lees did not know the answer to that, 
but he held onto his prisoner just the same. 


a position was strengthened by the follow- 
ing series of discoveries: 

The candy box was recognized at a store in 
the Phelan building, San Francisco. ‘Two clerks, 
Miss Sylvia Heney and Miss Kittie Dettner, re- 
called that a woman answering the description 
of the suspect had come in on Aug. 3 and re- 
quested that a box without the firm’s name be 
only partially filled because there was “some- 
thing else to go in.” 

The handkerchief had been bought at a dry 
goods store. The saleswoman, Mrs. Grace Harris, 
swore she remembered the sale and could identify 
the purchaser. The cashier said that Mrs. Botkin 
often cashed money orders there. 

On Sept. 3, Frank Grey, employed at a drug 
store on Market St., recalled selling two ounces 
of arsenic tO a Woman answering the accused’s 
description. She wanted it, she said, to clean a 
hat. The law requiring poison purchasers to sign 
a register had not yet been adopted in California, 
but Grey had made this notation: “Mrs. Bothin, 
Hotel Victoria, California and Hyde Sts.” 

Chief Lees went before Governor Budd on Sept. 
16 and outlined the case. Budd ruled that Dela- 
ware could not extradite her on the evidence thus 
far assembled. However, he stated that she could 
be tried in California, either for sending poison 


eandy throujrn the mat, or for niurder, ever 
though the deaths had oecurred in «nether s 

The defense attorneys disputed the lattcr 
point, but the governor cited the penal code cf 
I872, which provided that whether a crime was 
committed In whole or in part in California, the 
perpetrator was lable for punishment accordiny 
to its laws. 

Accordingly, Cordelia Brown Botkin went .on 
trial on Dee. 6 before Judge Carroll Céok, with 
McGowan and Knight handling the defense and 
Lewis Byington the prosecution. 

Cordelia took the stand in her own defene 
and denied everything. But the skeptical jury 
convicted her, and on Feb. 4, 1899, she was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. . 

Pending decision of her attorneys’ appeal, she 
was housed in a branch of the county jail at 
Ingleside. 

One Sunday in March, 1901, Judge Cook heap- 
pened to be on a Western Addition trolley, whica 
went by the jail. The car stopped, a womin 
alighted. Judge Cook glanced idly at her. Then 
he stiffened into an attitude of dumbfoundment. 

The woman was Cordelia Botkin! | 

Before he could get off, the trolley started. 


AIL officials at first insisted that Mrs. Botkin 

had been nowhere but inside her prison wal's 
on the day in question, but investigation disclosed 
that she had been enjoying occasional outings. 
Moreover, she had been provided with a suite of 
rooms, special bedding and special victuals. Not 
to mention special visitors, 

Soon the uproar subsided. 

Meanwhile, her appeal for a new trial con- 
tinued to hang fire. This was to be affected by 
certain rulings in another murder case, one in 
which the defendant was called Hoff, but whose 
full namé was said to be Albert Frederick George 
Vereneseneckockockhoff. He had been convicted, 
on a very complete circumstantial case, of killing 
a woman for whom he had done odd jobs. 

During his charge to the jury at that trial, 
Judge Cook had remarked: 

“Circumstantial evidence has this great @«:- 
vantage: that various ci cumstances from various 
sources are not like, .@ fabricated.”

In the Botkin trial, he expressed the same 
thought. 

Then, in 1900, the high court granted Hoff a 
new trial, siating: 

“Whether circumstantial evidence is entitled 
to such credit or not, is a question to be de- 
termined by the jury, and therefore the charge 
was plainly an argument for the prosecution, and 
in violation of the Constitution, which provides 
‘Judges shall not charge juries with respect to 
matters of fact, but may state the testimony and 
declare the law.’ ” 

Result. Cordelia also won a second trial in 
1904. But this ended (Aug. 2) the same as the 
first. (Hoff’s did, too.) 


HE fight went on. Her counsel asked Jud:ze 
Cook to reopen the case on the grounds that 
this second jury had been influenced by moral 
prejudice and public feeling. But he held that 
there was no legal ground for the petition. 

Next, a thing happened which annoyed Cor- 
delia very much, for it deprived her of her com- 
forts at the branch jail. the San Francisco fire 
in 1906 destroyed the main jail, with the result 
(a) that the annex became overcrowded; and 
(b) Cordelia was transferred to San Quentin at 
her own request. 

There she was not happy, for she had no 
suite of rooms, no special food or comfy bedding. 
Indeed, conditions were so trying that she suf- 
fered from nervous prostration. 

She died at San Quentin on March 7, 1910, 
from “softening of the brain, due to melancholy.”

Moving Day 

N MOVING day have 

‘children out of the 
house, and do not plan to 
eat in, because dishes, 
glassware, silverware, pots 
and pans are among the 
first things on the packing 
schedule. Before the dishes 
are packed, however, the 
rugs come up from the 
floors to keep them froin 
being covered with the ex- 
celsior used in china and 
glassware barrels. 
. The company will pro- 
vide you with barrels for 
dishes, and cartons for

other things, if you want 
to do your own packing, 
or you can turn any por- 
tion of the work over to 
your mover. 


Packing 
ISHES, glassware, sil- 
verware and pots and 
pans should be wrapped in 
excelsior or shredded paper 
and pac'ed in strong bar- 
rels. Wrap tissue paper 
around' silverware and 
glassware before using the 
excelsior. Electrical ap- 
pliances such as_ toasters 
and wafile irons should be 
wrapped in paper before 
being placed in excelsior 
in the barrels. Valuable 
pictures, mirrors, marble 
or glass tops for furniture 
should be packed in crates 
after being wrapped and 
padded carefully with ex- 
celsior. Wrap lampshades 
in tissue and place in car- 
tons. 

Place curtains, linens, 
blankets and wearing ap- 
parel in strong cases, car- 
tons or. trunks, or they 
may be placed in dresser 
drawers. However, heavy 
objects such as_ books 
should not be placed in 
drawers. Pack books in 
small, strong boxes or car- 
tons, tied securely. 

Place bedding in a box 
and don’t roll mattresses. 
Your mover can _ provide 
custom-made cases to pro- 
tect your mattress and 
springs frem dust. 

Portable wardrobes are 
available for moving cloth- 
ing, so that there is no 
need for packing them, in 
suitcases or trunks.
